We  have  carefully  examined  this  specimen  of  Lanolin, 
and  we  find  it  ANSWERS  ALL  THE  REQUIRE- 
MENTS OF  THE  BRITISH  PHARMACOPOEIA. 
According  to  our  examination  it  contained  only  0.14  per 
cent,  of  moisture  and  0.08  per  cent,  of  mineral  matter. 
These  results  ARE  A  LONG  WAY  BELOW  THE 
LIMITS  SET  OUT  IN  THE  OFFICIAL  DEMAND. 
Further,  wo  found  that  its  acidity  in  terms  of  Oleic 
Acid  was  only  0.42  per  cent.,  against  a  presumable  limit 
of  0.7  per  cent.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  in  the  test 
for  acidity  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  it  is  recom- 
mended to  make  a  solution  in  ether  of  0.2  gramme  for 
tritration  with  N/10  alkali,  which  would  place  the 
limit  of  free  (oleic)  acid  at  7  per  cent.  It  is  an  obvious 
slip ;  a  solution  should  be  made  of  2  grammes,  and  then 
the  limit  becomes  0.7  per  cent.  This  matter  is  of  some 
importance,  as  any  increase  in  the  amount  of  free  fatty 
acid  in  Lanolin  is  opposed  to  its  values  as  a  basis  in 
many  directions.

European  War  News. 

Import  and  Export  Notices. 

French  Colonies.— A  decree  of  the  Minister  for  the 
Colonies,  dated  October  28,  provides  that  the  following 
articles,  which  were  prohibited  to  be  exported  from  French 
Colonies  and  Protectorates  (other  than  Tunis  and  Morocco) 
by  a  presidential  decree  of  October  18,  may,  by  way  of 
exception,  be  exported  or  re-exported  from  such  Colonies 
and  Protectorates,  without  special  authorisation,  when 
consigned  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  British  Dominions, 
Colonies,  and  Protectorates,  and  certain  other  countries : 
Arrack;  bituminous  limestone;  blacking,  etc.  {cirages) ; 
borax,  boric  acid,  and  other  boron  compounds ;  cinnamon ; 
cloves ;  fatty  acids  of  all  kinds ;  metallic  chlorides,  except 
chlorides  of  gold  and  of  platinum ;  chlorides  of  metalloids ; 
sodium;  spermaceti;  sulphurous  anhydride;  and  varnish. 

Netherlands. — The  exportation  of  all  spices  and  "odori- 
ferous substances"  has  been  prohibited  as  from  Novem- 
ber 11. 

Sweden. — The  following  articles  have  been  added  to  tho 
list  of  goods  which  are  now  prohibited  for  exportation 
from  Sweden  to  all  countries  and  also  for  transit  through 
Sweden:  Liqueurs  and  other  spirituous  beverages  except 
absinthe  ;  celluloid  and  celluloidin  ;  materials  for  the  manu- 
facture of  celluloidin  ;  waterglass  ;  hypochlorites  of  sodium, 
potassium,  aluminium,  magnesium,  and  zinc. 

United  Kingdom. — Cocaine  and  its  salts  and  preparations 
have  been  removed  from  the  "  B  "  schedule  and  placed 
in  "  A,"  which  means  that  the  export  is  prohibited  to  all 
destinations ;  casein  and  preparations  thereof  have  been 
removed  from  "C"  to  "B"  list;  oils,  essential  (except 
turpentine  oil)  is  a  new  entry  in  "  C  "  list. 

Personalia. 

Lieutenant  C.  H.  Jardine,  of  the  Royal  Scots,  is  home 
at  Juniper  Green,  Edinburgh,  on  leave. 

Councillor  S.  Stephens,  dispensing  chemist,  Milnsbridge, 
has  received  news  that  his  youngest  son,  Lieutenant  J.  A. 
Stephens,  East  Yorks  Regiment,  has  been  wounded  in 
action. 

Private  Herbert  .Gordon,  who  was  warehouseman  to  A. 
Clunie  &  Co.,  Manchester,  is  at  present  in  hospital  at 
Newport,  Mon.,  recovering  from  shrapnel-wounds  received 
in  France. 

Captain  W.  H.  Perkins,  Durham  Light  Infantry,  who  is 
reported  wounded,  was,  previous  to  joining  the  Army, 
assistant  lecturer  and  demonstrator  in  the  chemistry  de- 
partment qf  the  Leeds  University. 

Captain  George  Hicks,  of  the  Argyll  Mountain  Battery 
R.G.A.,  who  has  been  recommended  for  the  Military  Cross 
for  services  in  the  Balkan  campaign,  is  a  Rothesay  man, 
a  chemist  by  profession,  and  his  comrades  have  been  saying 
that  they  are  giving  the  Bulgarians  a  "  few  good  doses  of 
Hicks's  pills." 

Mr.  F.  O.  Lane,  partner  in  the  firm  of  Charles  Lane  & 
Sons,  Idol  Lane,  London,  E.C,  has  been  gazetted  as  second- 
ieutenant  in  the  Machine  Gun  Corps.  Sergeant  (now 
Second-Lieutenant)  Maurice  Lane,  of  the  same  firm,  has 
been  awarded  the  Military  Medal  for  services  at  the  battle 
of  Loos. 

Lieutenant  O.  M.  Mills,  of  the  Cheshire  Regiment,  has 
been  awarded  the  Military  Cross.  He  joined  the  Army 
Service  Corps  in  March  1915,  and  received  his  commission 
while  abroad.  He  is  twenty  years  tfid,  and  before  joining 
the  Army  was  with  Milling-Johnson,  Ltd.,  dispensing 
chemists,  Town  Hall  Square,  Chester. 

Second-Lieutenant  (temp.  Captain)  C.  F.  Henrt,  of  the 
Argyle  and  Sutherland  Highlanders,  has  been  awarded 
the  Military  Cross  "  for  conspicuous  gallantry  in  action.  He 
gallantly  led  his  company  in  the  attack.  Later,  although 
wounded,  he  remained  at  his  post,  consolidating  the  posi- 
tion, for  twejity-four  hours.  He  set  a  fine  example  to  his 
men."  He  is  the  son  of  the  late  Claude  F.  Henry,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Edinburgh. 

Lance-Corporal  D.  Kemp,  Bexley  Heath,  who  was 
awarded  tho  Military  Medal  for  bravery  in  the  field  on 
October  12,  was,  previous  to  his  enlistment  in  October  1915, 
employed  by  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  at  the  Wellcome 
Chemical-works,  Dartford.  He  went  to  France  in  May. 
When  writing  home  he  modestly  refers  to  the  exploit  which 
gained  him  this  honour  as  follows :  "  I  was  one  of  the 
lucky  ones,  and  happened  to  be  noticed." 

Lance-Corporal  H.  W.  S.  Wynter,  London  Regiment, 
second  son  of  the  late  Ernest  C.  Wynter  and  Mrs.  David 
Marchant,  of  Eastbourne,  has  been  awarded  the  Military 
Medal  for  gallantry  in  recent  operations  on  the  Somme. 
Lance-Corporal  Wynter  is  a  Minor  man,  .  having  passed 
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this  examination  in  January  1910.  He  has  completed  two 
years'  active  service.  In  one  engagement  he  was  among 
twenty  who  returned  out  of  150.  He  has  had  many 
escapes,  one  of  them  being  when  a  bullet  went  through 
his  steel  helmet. 

Staff-Sergeant  H.  Rawlimson,  of  the  Australian  Medical 
Corps,  spent  last  week  in  London.  He  was  apprenticed 
to  Mr.  C.  H.  Hughes,  Maryborough,  Queensland,  whose 
eon,  Mr.  R.  H.  Hughes,  studied  at  the  London  College  of 
Pharmacy  and  passed  the  Minor  examination  in  January 
1910.  Mr.  Rawlinson  studied  with  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley, 
F.C.S.,  at  the  College  of  Pharmacy  in  Brisbane,  and  quali- 
fied by  passing  the  examinations  of  the  Queensland  Phar- 
macy Board  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  He  was  in  the 
Military  Reserve,  and  as  soon  as  he  qualified  joined  up, 
becoming  a  Staff-Sergeant  in  the  pharmacy  section  of  the 
A.M.C.  Ho  came  from  Queensland  in  a  transport,  acting 
as  dispenser.  Previously  he  had  good  experience  with  the 
Forces  in  Australia  in  a  similar  capacity.

Y.M.C.A.  Microscopical  Exhibition. 

On  Friday,  November  17,  the  microscopical  section  of  the 
Y.M.C.A.  held  a  conversazione  in  the  Association's  fine 
buildings  in  Tottenham  Court  Road,  London,  when  there 
was  a  large  attendance  of  ladies  and  gentlemen,  the  majority 
of  the  latter  being  in  khaki.  The  programme  consisted  of 
cinematograph  displays  of  living  micro-organisms,  a  lantern- 
lecture  by  Mr.  F.  Martin-Duncan  on  "  Some  of  Nature's 
Fly-traps,"  and  a  lantern-lecture  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Rodman  on 
"  What  the  Microscope  Reveals  in  Eyery-day  Objects," 
while  there  was  an  exhibition  of  microscopic  objects, 
a  large  number  of  microscopes  having  been  lent  by  members 
of  the  various  microscopical  societies.  The  proceedings  were 
opened  by  a  few  remarks  from  the  Chairman,  Colonel  Sir 
T.  Sturmy  Cave,  K.C.B.,  who  introduced  Princess  Christian, 
by  whom  the  exhibition  was  declared  open.  The  feature  of 
greatest  interest  a.ppeared  to  be  a  fine  selection  of  cinema- 
tograph views  of  living  organisms  in  the  blood,  these 
including  the  filarialoa  or  daytime  filaria,  the  organism 
that  produces  sleeping  sickness.  Another  characteristic  set 
of  views  showed  the  spontaneous  agglutination  of  trypano- 
somes.  The  ticks  that  produce  relapsing  fever_w;ere  shown, 
and  the  spirochsetes  of  syphilis,  as  well  as  sets  giving  exceed- 
ingly interesting  views  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood.  The 
conversazione  was  under  the  management  of  Mr.  J.  W. 
Otnlvy,  F.R.M.S.,  and  its  great  success  was  the  best 
evidence  of  the  work  he  put  into  it.

Year  cards  will  be  interested  to  learn  that  the  demand 
this  season  is  unprecedented.  Manv  thousands  are  being 
stocked  for  sending  to  the  Forces  at  home  and  abroad.  The 
magnitude  of  the  consignments  has  attracted  popular  notice. 

On  reading  the  C.  &  D.  note  last  week  touching  the 
alternative  of  afternoon  meetingis  to  obviate  the  discomfort 
of  the  darkened  streets,  Mr.  William  P.  Evans  (President 
of  the>  Liverpool  C.A.)  placed  the  subject  on  the  Asso- 
ciation's agenda.

Analysts'  Reports. — All  the  drugs  analysed  in  the  county 
of  Southampton  were  reported  to  be  genuine. — The  St. 
Pancras  analyst  is  of  opinion  that  much  of  the  baking- 
powder  sold  in  the  borough  is  deficient  in  the  production 
of  carbon  dioxide.  He  suggests  that  the  Local  Government 
Board  should  fix  a  standard. 

Forged  Bills. — At  the  Central  Criminal  Court,  London,' 
last  week,  Henry  Samuel  Freeman  (43),  described  as  a 
chemist  but  not  a  chemist  and  druggist,  pleaded  guilty  to 
forging  a  bill  of  exchange  for  104?.,  and  sentence  was  post- 
poned. It  was  stated  that  the  prisoner  had  been  in  the 
dispensing  department  of  the  London  Hospital  for  seventeen 
or  eighteen  years. 

Dispensers  Scarce. — Approval  has  been  given  by  the 
Local  Government  Board  to  the  arrangements  made  by 
the  Whitechapel  Guardians  for  the  covering  of  the  work 
of  the  dispenser,  Mr.  Lewis,  who  is  away  on  war  service. 
Several  of  the  doctors  have  attended  in  turns  to  do  the 
work,  and  payments  have  been  made  to  them  ranging 
from  25?.  to  90?.  It  has  been  found  impossible  to  obtain 
a  practical  dispenser  for  the  post.

Water  for  Medicine. — At  the  Tredegar  County  Court 
last  week,  the  Abertillery  Water  Board  sued  Dr.  R.  T. 
Cassal,  Abertillery,  for  two  guineas  in  respect  to  water 
used  for  dispensing  medicines  in.  his  surgery.  He  esti- 
mated that  he  used  50  gallons  a  year.  The  defence  was 
that  the  water  was  used  for  domestic  purposes.  Judge 
Hill  Kelly  held  that  the  water  was  used  for  the  purpose 
of  making  medicine,  to  which  water  was  added,  reducing  it 
to  sufficient  strength.  He  gave  judgment  for  defendant, 
with  costs. 

Poisonings. — The  following  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  have 
been  reported  during  the  past  week :  At  Belf  ast,  Charlotte 
Louisa  Kirk  committed  suicide  with  oxalic  acid  while  in- 
sane.— A  patient  in  the  Rathdrum,  co.  Wicklow,  Union 
Infirmary,  named  Lawless,  was  given  a  dose  of  liquor 
cresol  saponatus  by  a  nurse  in  mistake  for  compound  senna 
mixture,  and  died  soon  afterwards. — A  woman  named 
Hawkins,  addicted  to  the  chlorodyne-habit,  was  found 
dead  at  Barnstaple  as  the  result  of  an  overdose  of  chloro- 
dyne.  Mr.  W.  J.  Shepperd,  dispensing  chemist,  from  whom 
deceased  purchased  a  bottle  of  chlorodyne,  found  out  that 
she  was  also  buying  it  from  other  chemists  in  the  town, 
and  he  got  them  all  to  agree  not  to  sell  her  any  more  of 
the  drug.  She  tried  to  obtain  it  from  the  manufacturers 
in  London,  but  was  by  them  referred  to  local  chemists. 
After  her  death  fifty-five  empty  chlorodyne-bottles  were 
found  in  her  trunk.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death 
from  misadventure. — A  Walsoken  woman,  named  Doberson, 
committed  suicide  with  strychnine  which  had  been  pur- 
chased twenty  years  ago  for  the  purpose  of  destroying 
moles.

It  was  reported  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Athy  Guardians 
that  the  cost  of  medicines  has  increased  by  150?.  for  the  year. 

Mr.  R.  L.  Chambers,  Ph.C,  has  acquired  the  pharmacy 
business  carried  on  at  Market  Square,  Lisburn,  by  Mr. 
C.  V.  Bolton,  Ph.C. 

It  was  reported  at  the  meeting  of  the  Ballymahon  Guar- 
dians that  no  ointment-boxes  are  obtainable,  as  they  have 
not  been  manufactured  since  the  war  commenced.  The 
Guardians  informed  the  medical  officers  that  they  are 
unable  to  suggest  a  substitute,  but  instructed  them  to  do 
their  best  to  give  ointment  to  the  poor  where  necessary. 

Mr.  Huston  Lancashire.  Ph.C,  performed  the  ceremony 
at  the  opening  of  the  Ballymena  Waterworks  Extension  oil 
November  15,.  and  subsequently  entertained  the  members 
of  the  Urban  Council  and  other  guests  to  lunch.  The 
gold  key  used  had  on  it  the  crest  and  arms  of  "Bally- 
mcnagh  of  the  Seven  Towers,"  and  the  following  inscrip 
tion:  "Presented  to  Huston  Lancashire,  Esq.,  J.P.,  Chair- 
man of  the  Ballymena  Urban  Council,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
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opening  of  the  Ballymena  Waterworks  Extensions,  1916, 
by  the  contractors,  James  Ross  &  Sons,  Belfast." 

An  action  was  tried  at  Dublin  on  November  21, 
before  Mr.  Justice  Pirn  and  a  special  jury,  in 
which  the  plaintiff  was  Mr.  Edwin.  Arthur  Russell, 
30  York  Road,  Rathmines,  Dublin,  an  assistant  with 
Boileau  &  Boyd,  Ltd.,  wholesale  chemists,  Dublin, 
and  in  receipt  of  a  salary  of  160?.  per  annum. 
He  brought  the  action  to  recover  damages  for  personal 
injuries  sustained  through  the  negligence  of  Mr.  James 
Butler  in  the  driving  of  a  pony  and  trap  at  Rathfarnham, 
co.  Dublin,  last  November.  The  plaintiff  was  riding  a 
motor-bicycle,  and  he  alleged  that  the  defendant  was 
driving  the  pony  and  trap  on  the  wrong  side  of  the  road, 
with  the  result  that  plaintiff  was  struck  by  the  trap  above 
the  right  knee,  and  sustained  such  injuries  as  necessitated 
the  amputation  of  his  leg.  The  defendant  denied  the 
accuracy  of  the  plaintiff's  description  of  the  occurrence. 
The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff,  and  assessed  damages  at 
1,000?.

Brevities. 

A  Dundee  chemist,  who  trespassed  on  the  railway  at 
Invergowrie  in  the  course  of  a  Sunday  walk,  has  been  fined 
two  guineas  at  Perth  Sheriff  Court. 

"  Feek "  or  "  Feech,"  a  Scots  word  meaning  dirty,  is 
commonly  applied  to  methylated  spirit,  and  the  sale  of  it 
in  Aberdeen  is  being  discussed  in  the  local  newspapers. 

On  Tuesday,  November  21,  a  runaway  horse  and  lorry 
dashed  into  a  chemist's  window  in  High  Street,  Laurence- 
kirk. Both  driver  and  horse  had  a  marvellous  escape,  the 
horse  being  led  from  the  shop  by  the  door.  Much  damage 
was  done  to  the  shop  and  stock. 

Edinburgh. 

An  honest  chemist  the  other  day  made  a  big  reduction 
in  the  former  price  for  a  mixture  containing  sod.  salicyl. 
and  sod.  brom.  The  customer  called  upon  two  friendly 
rivals  to  ascertain  their  respective  charges. 

Edinburgh  is  to  celebrate  St.  Andrew's  Day  by  a 
demonstration  to  commemorate  the  heroism  of  the  Scottish 
troops.  One  of  the  speakers  will  be  Lieutenant-Colonel  H. 
Arthur  Rose,  Royal  Scots  (Craig  &  Rose,  Ltd.). 

Panel  doctors  say  that,  in  offering  orders  for  eggs,  butter, 
fish,  etc.,  for  insured  persons  undergoing  domiciliary  treat- 
ment, they  occasionally  encounter'  tradesmen  who  absolutely 
refuse  to  trouble  themselves  with  the  matter. 

Chemists  experience  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  even 
small  quantities  of  sugar  to  make  syrups  and  cough- 
mixtures,  and  wholesalers  say  that  they  also  are  very  short. 
Many  pharmacists  have  ceased  making  syr.  simplex,  for 
instance,  wholesale  houses  being  apparently  in  a  position  to 
supply  their  customers  with  a  Winchester  or  two. 

Sir  James  Leishman,  Chairman  of  the  Scottish  Insurance 
Commission,  speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh 
Chamber  of  Commerce  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  supported 
the  proposal  (which  has  been  laid  before  the  University 
authorities)  to  establish  a  University  Degree  in  Commerce. 
What  we  want,  he  said,  is  a  system  that  will  combine 
theory  and  practice. 

Glaseow  and  the  "West. 

Mr.  John  Bain,  Ph.C,  Bridge  of  Allan,  and  Treasurer 
of  the  Stirling  Combination  Hospital,  has  been  re-elected 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management. 

The  National  Health  Insurance  Commissioners  (Scotland) 
have  nromoted  Mr.  J.  E.  Highton,  district  inspector,  West- 
ern District,  to  the  post  of  deputy  chief,  inspector  held 
by  the  late  Dr.  S.  H.  Turner. 

An  unfortunate  accident  has  befallen  Mrs.  Murchie, 
wife  of  Mr.  John  Murchie,  dispensing  chamist,  12  Bridgeton 
Cross,  Glasgow.  Late  in  the  afternoon  of  November  14 
she  and  Mr.  Murchie  left  a  Corporation  tramcar  in 
Sauchiehall  Street,  and  were  proceeding  to  cross  the 
thoroughfare  when'  Mrs.  Murchie  was  knocked  down  by  a 
spring-van.  Her  injuries  were  not  serious,  and  she  was 
attended  to  in  Frazer  &  Green's  pharmacy  at  505  Sauchie- 
hall Street,  after  which  she  was  taken  home  in  a  cab. 


German  Dyes  for  America.— The  "New  York  Commer- 
cial" of  November  9  reports  that  the  British  Government 
lias  given  permission  for  $1,000,000  of  German  dyes  to  be 
shipped  to  the  United  States  via  Rotterdam.  This  had  an 
unsettling  influence  on  the  price  of  a  number  of  dye- 
materials. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C'  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent) 


A  Senatok  Chemist. — M.  Alfred  Naquet,  the  ex-Senator, 
whose  death  was  recently  announced,  is  best  known  in  con- 
nection with  the  Divorce  Law  p_as^ed  in  1882,  which  caused 
so  much  discussion  at  that  now  distant  epoch.  Many  may 
bs  unaware  that  he  commenced  life  as  a  scientist,  was  the 
author  of  some  remarkable  works  on  chemical,  biological, 
and  medical  subjects,  and  was  Professor  of  Organic 
Chemistry  at  the  University  of  Montpellier  when  he  first 
entered  the  political  arena. 

Stupefying  Drugs. — The  crusade  against  "  stupefying  " 
drugs  has  taken  a  new  lease  of  life  since  the  recent  strin- 
gent law  was  passed.  A  lady  dancer,  who  had  handed  a 
packet  of  morphine  to  a  milliner,  a  friend  of  hers,  was 
recently  fined  40?.,  and  sentenced  to  eight  months'  imprison- 
ment, while  the  friend  in  question  had  to  pay  an  80?.  fine, 
and  was  condemned  to  six  months'  imprisonment — nominally 
only,  as  she  profits  by  the  First  Offenders  Act. 

A  Chemical  Contract. — The  Paris  Police  Court  No.  1 
has  given  judgment  in  the  case  of  Colonel  Rudeanu  (repre- 
senting the  Rumanian  Government)  v.  M.  Rozetti  Rozno- 
vano,  the  ex-M.P.  of  the  Rumanian  Parliament,  who  failed 
to  execute  his  contract  for  50  tons  of  picric  acid  at  25f.  50c. 
per  kilo  (8s.  per  lb.).  The  colonel  was  authorised  to  with- 
draw the  sum  he  deposited  as  guarantee,  while  M.  Rozno- 
vano  has  to  pay  the  penalty  provided  by  the  contract  in 
case  of  non-delivery  of  goods  contracted  for.  (See  C.  <£•  D.T 
November  18,  p.  37.) 

Helping  Brother  Pharmacists. — The  subscription  started 
by  the  General  Association  of  French  Pharmacists  in  favour 
of  their  confreres  of  the  invaded  and  occupied  provinces 
has  so  far  been  moderate,  the  amount  collected  at  the  date 
of  the  Association's  last  general  meeting  being  under  5,000?. 
Some  Departments  have  come  forward  generously.  Had 
all  subscribed  like  the  Loiret,  said  the  report,  "  we  should 
now  have  a  million  francs  for  our  confreres  of  the  invade3 
regions."  The  services  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Chown,  the  Anglo- 
Parisian  pharmacist,  in  collecting  donations  from  the 
British  Isles  and  the  United  States,  were  specially  alluded 
to  in  the  same  document. 

Chemists  in  the  French  Army. — M.  Houllevigue  contri- 
butes an  article  to  "  Le  Temps  "  relating  to  the  encourage- 
ment of  foreign  students  in  Paris.  In  a  po6t>scriptum 
he  reminds  the  Union  of  Students'  Associations  of  the 
deplorable  position  held  by  chemists  (not  pharmacists)  in  the 
Army.  Many  of  them  are  men  of  high  value,  who  are 
rendering  incomparable  services  in  the  war,  and  are  still 
classed  as  second-class  soldiers.  A  project  of  resolution 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Chamber  by  MM.  Henry  Pate, 
J.  H.  Breton,  and  Albert  Thiery,  in  order  to  put  an  end 
to  this,  but  the  war  may  finish  before  the  resolution  is 
adopted,  and  the  chemists  will  always  remain  the  poor 
relations  in  the  military  family. 

Early  Closing. — The  general  rule  enforcing  the  closing  of 
shops  at  6  p.m.,  which  came  into  force  last  week,  does  not 
affect  pharmacists,  who  rank  among  the  trades  specially 
exempted.  But  it  was  noticed  that  in  Paris  many  shops 
which  sell  articles  of  the  same  class  endeavoured  to  prolong 
their  hours  of  business  as  far  as  possible.  This,  of  course, 
implied  the  use  of  candles  for  lighting,  the  new  measure 
being  designed  to  economise  the  consumption  of  gas  and 
electricity,  and  consequently  of  coal — the  "  black  diamonds" 
of  war-time.  As  the  early  closing  of  shops,  combined  with 
the  reduced  lighting  of  streets,  renders  evening  promenading 
essentially  unattractive,  it  is  probable  that  such  efforts  will 
hardly  be  continued,  owing  to  the  lack  of  passers-by,  and 
consequently  of  customers. 

Dental  Congress. — An  interesting  Inter-Allies  Dentistry 
Congress  has  just  been  held  at  Paris,  with  the  special 
object  of  discussing  war  dentistry  and  prothesis,  and  under 
the  patronage  of  the  French  Ministry  of  War  and  the 
Ministry  of  Marine.  Jaw-fracture,  the  restoration  of 
injured  lower  parts  of  the  face,  and  kindred  subjects 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  congressists,  who  met  at  the 
Dental  School  of  Paris,  45  rue  de  la  Tour  d'Auvergne.  It 
is  worth  recalling  that  there  is  a  special  department  for 
dental  surgery  _  and  prothesis  at  the  excellently  equipped 
American  hospital  at  Neuilly-sur-Seine,  near  Paris.  Here 
the  chief  dental  surgeons,  Dr.  William  S.  Davenport, 
Dr.  George  Hayes,  and  their  colleagues,  have  obtained 
many  remarkable  results,  dating  from  the  commencement  of 
the  war  in  August  1914. 

Enemy  Products. — When  the  question  of  capturing  enemy 
trade _  in  pharmaceuticals  was  discussed  by  the  General 
Association  of  French  Pharmacists,  M.  L.  Martin  remarked 
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that  some  French  doctors  still  continue  the  practice  of 
writing  the  names  of  Bayer,  Merck,  and  other  German 
firms  when  prescribing  products  formerly  imported.  He 
proposed  that  all  pharmacists  receiving  such  prescriptions 
should  send  them  to  the  office  of  the  Association,  that  they 
should  there  be  dealt  with  in  a  manner  calculated  to 
abolish  the  practice.  This  proposal  was  approved  by  the 
assembly.  M.  Mouliets  proposed,  and  the  meeting  voted, 
that  the  Association,  "  considering  that  the  base  of  all 
action  against  French  trade  in  German  products  should  be 
the  disavowal  of  pharmacists  who  use  their  diplomas  to 
cover  the  operations  of  enemy  firms,  invites  the  local  Asso- 
ciations to  expel  members  who  come  under  this  category." 

Aniline  Dye  Company.— There  is  being  formed  in  Paris 
the  Compagnie  Nationale  de  Matieres  Colorantes  et  de 
Produits  Chimique,  with  a  capital  of  forty  million  francs, 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  in  France  aniline  dyes 
and  allied  products  hitherto  obtained  from  Germany.  A 
quarter  of  the  capital  is  being  raised  by  the  group  ot 
founders,  who  are  connected  with  the  coal-tar  industry  or 
are  large  users  of  dyes,  the  rest  of  the  capital  is  being  ottered 
for  subscription  by  the  public.  An  agreement  has  been 
concluded  with  the  Minister  of  War  by  which  certain  new 
works  erected  for  the  manufacture  of  explosives  will  be 
transferred  to  the  company  on  the  termination  of  the  war, 
and  for  which  interest  will  be  paid  to  the  State  after  the 
shareholders  have  received  an  annual  interest  of  5  per 
cent.  The  approval  of  the  Minister  of  War  is  also  required 
to  the  appointment  of  managing  director  and  to  any  pro- 
posed alterations  in  the  articles  of  association.  With  the 
prospectus  a  circular  is  sent,  setting  out  the  reasons  for 
the  formation  of  the  company,  the  principal  one  being  to 
render  France  independent  of  Germany  in  future  for  the 
supply  of  synthetic  dyes  and  chemicals.  The  subscription- 
list  opened  on  Nevember  21,  and  before  that  date  the  shares 
had  been  quoted  as  high  as  40  per  cent,  premium. 


South  African  News. 

(From  "C.  &  D."  Correspondents.)

Bubonic  Plague. — An  outbreak  of  bubonic  plague  has 
occurred  on  a  farm  in  the  Uitenhage  district.  Prompt 
measures  have  been  taken  to  deal  with  it,  but  already  two 
deaths  are  reported. 

Sanatogen.— The  Cape  Town  branch  of  the  Sanatogen 
Co.  has  been  closed,  and  the  office  furniture  has  been  sold 
by  auction.  The  stocks  of  sanatogen,  albulaetin,  forma- 
mint,  and  cystopurin  are  to  be  sold  by  tender. 

Antimony  Deposits. — A  new  body  of  antimony  has  been 
opened  up  near  the  eastern  bank  of  the  Komati  River,  in 
the  district  of  the  Stey'nsdorp  Goldfields,  Transvaal.  A 
furnace  capable  of  smelting  10  tons  of  ore  has  been 
erected. 

During  the  seven  months  ended  July  31,  1916,  the  im- 
ports of  drugs,  chemicals,  and  apothecaries'  wares  into  the 
Union  amounted  in  value  to  661,471?.,  against  596,584/.  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1915.  Medicinal  preparations 
were  valued  at  76,242/.,  against  66,422/.  in  1915.  and  apothe- 
caries' wares  at  81,953/.,  against  86,888/.  in  1915. 

Business  in  the  Drug-trade  (writes  our  Cape  Town  corre- 
spondent) is  on  the  quiet  side,  but  prices  are  still  on  the 
upward  trend.  Chip-boxes  are  unobtainable,  and  what 
pill-boxes  are  to  be  had  are  of  local  manufacture  and  very 
crude.  It  is  very  difficult  to  import  goods  from  England 
and  frequently  from  six  to  twelve  months  has  elapsed 
between  the  placing  of  the  order  and  receipt  of  the  goods. 
As  many  of  the  cases  are  opened  by  the  authorities  in 
England  before  being  shipped,  much  pilfering  has  taken 
place  en  route. 

Amalgamation.— Heynes,  Mathew,  Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  and 
C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.,   Ltd.,  Port  Elizabeth,   have  amal- 
gamated their  businesses.    The  respective  trade-names  will 
be  retained,  and  the  companies  will  be  conducted  practi- 
cally as  heretofore.    Mr.   C.   E.  Gardner  and  Mr    P  T 
JJixon,  although  retaining  their  financial  interest  in  the 
business  of  C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  retiring  from 
active  management.    Mr.  P.  T.  Dixon  will  still  continue 
to  operate  under  his  own  name.    Heynes,  Mathew  Ltd 
of  Gape  town,  have  acquired  important  financial  interests 
in   this  business.      Two  of  the  directors.   Mr.  Frank  C 
Mathew  and  Mr.  H.  J.  Kinlay,  are  taking  over  the  active 
management. 


Cape  Province  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Cape  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  held  in  the  Society's  rooms,  Darling  Street,  Cape 
Town,  on  October  19.  Mr.  James  Sloan  (President)  was 
Chairman,  and  there  was  a  very  fair  attendance.  A  vote 
of  condolence  with  the  relatives  of  the  late  J.  A. 
Mathew  was  passed,  the  President  referring  in  suitable 
terms  to  the  long  connection  which  Mr.  Mathew  had  had 
with  the  craft  in  South  Africa  and  his  interest  in  the 
Society.  A  telegram  from  the  sister  Society  in  Natal, 
expressing  sincere  condolence,  was  also  read.  Mr.  A. 
Hunter  then  read  an  interesting  paper  on  certain  "  Phases 
of  Insurance  for  the  Benefit  and  Protection  of  Chemists," 
for  which  he  was  accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks.  Advo- 
cate Stuart  also  addressed  the  meeting  on  the  "  Advantages 
of  Building  Societies."  His  remarks  were  followed  with 
keen  interest,  as  he  dealt  with  the  subject  from  a  phar- 
macist's point  of  view.  The  Committee  appointed  to 
consider  whether  a  Formulary  might  be  adopted  for  the 
Cape  then  brought  up  its  recommendations,  which  were 
read  by  Mr.  Dell.  Mr.  Edmeades  (Hon.  Treasurer) 
sounded  a  note  of  warning  as  to  the  expense,  but  the 
meeting  as  a  whole  was  distinctly  in  favour  of  the  report, 
with  certain  reservations.  Accordingly  Mr.  Petersen 
moved,  and  it  was  carried  unanimously,  -that  the  Com- 
mittee proceed  with  the  business  of  compiling  a  tentative 
Formulary,  but  that  it  be  not  published  before  being  dis- 
cussed at  a  general  meeting.  Mr.  G.  F.  Jones's  paper  on 
"  A  New  Oil  Material :  South  African  Meroola-nuts  " 
was  postponed  to  the  next  general  meeting.

Infants'  Cordial.- At  Chesterfield  on  November  20, 
Sarah  Hannah  Ruggins  and  Arthur  Hewitt  Smith,  both 
of  Brampton,  were  charged  with  selling  opium  without 
labelling  the  bottle  "  Poison,"  and  placing  thereon  the  name 
and  address  of  the  seller.  According  to  the  evidence  the 
poison  sold  was  an  infants'  cordial  containing  6  per  cent, 
of  laudanum.  Defendants  pleaded  that  they  did  not  know 
the  responsibility  they  incurred,  and  said  that  they  would 
not  sell  any  more  of  the  stuff.  The  cases  were  withdrawn 
upon  payment  of  costs. 

A  Dental  Practitioner,  Robert  H.  Paterson,  34  Glas- 
gow Road,  Clydebank,  Glasgow,  is  being  sued  in  the  Court 
of  Session,  Edinburgh,  by  Martha  McCormick,  in  the  same 
district,  for  1,600/.,  representing  damages  alleged  to  have 
been  incurred  by  the  pursuer  while  having  a  tooth  ex- 
tracted by  defender  on  April  19,  1914.  The  pursuer  alleges 
that  defender  broke  a  hypodermic  syringe  while  injecting 
a,  local  anaesthetic  into  her  gum,  and  she  had  suffered  in 
consequence,  while  a  year  later  she  had  to  undergo  two 
operations  at  the  Western  Infirmary.  The  case  came  before 
Lord  Cullen  last  week.  The  defender  admits  that  he  is 
not  a  registered  dentist,  denies  the  pursuer's  statement,  and 
explains  that  his  Is.  fee  included  the  local  anaesthetic.  His 
Lordship  ordered  issues  in  the  action. 

Borax  and  Qulllala  for  Norway.-  The  case  of  the 
Lord  Advocate  v.  Carl  Hagdarth  Pedersen,  50  Welling- 
ton Street,  Glasgow,  is  now  before  Lord  Cullen  in  the 
Court  of  Session,  Edinburgh..  The  pursuer  claims  payment 
of  600?..  being  100/.  on  each  of  six  counts  in  which  he 
alleges  the  defender  shipped  goods  (including  267  casks  of 
borax  and  1,500  bags  of  quillaia)  to  Christiania  without 
having  received  a  declaration  as  to  the  ultimate  destination 
of  the  goods  exported.  The  Lord  Advocate  says  that  the 
defender  is  liable  to  pay  treble  the  value  of  the  goods,  which 
would  be  7,341/.,  but  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  and 
Excise  have  elected  instead  to  sue  for  the  sum  mentioned. 
The  defender  says  the  export  of  borax  was  made  in  entire 
bona  /ides,  and  his  net  profit  on  the  whole  of  the  trans- 
actions was  only  about  40OZ. 

An  Apothecaries'  Society's  Examination.—  ln  the 
City  of  London  Court,  before  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.  on 
November  21,  a  claim  was  made  by  Mr.  Joseph  M  Gleeson 
an  unqualified  medical  assistant.  158  Sewardstone  Road' 
Victoria  Park,  to  recover  six  guineas  against  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries,  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Water  Lane,  Black- 
friars,  as  money  paid  without  consideration,  or  alternatively 
as  damages  for  breach  of  contract.  Plaintiff  appeared  in 
person,  while  Mr.  Ellis  Hill  appeared  for  the  defendants, 
and  Mr,  George  Jones  held  a  watching  brief  for  Dr  Wright 
i  *n  -S{  khf  LorK,on  Hospital  Medical  College  The 
plaintiff  said  his  case  was  that  he  naid  the  defendants  a 
tee  of  six  guineas  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined,  and 
that  he  now  asked  for  the  return  of  the  money  because 
IJr.  Haydon  the  Secretary  of  the  defendants,  had  altered 
the  figures  of  the  examiners  so  that  instead  of  him  passing 
he  had  been  returned  as  unsuccessful.  Defendant  added 
that  at  present  he  is  a.  dispenser  to  a  doctor.  Judge 
Rentoul  thought  the  nlainhff  must  be  labouring  under  a 
delusion.  Mr.  Ellis  Hill  said  that  Dr.  Haydon  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  figures  of  the  examiners,  and  the  plaintiff's 
ailerons  were  absolutely  void  of  any  truth  at  all.  The 
Society  of  Apothecaries  challenged  every  investigation 
There  had  been  no  mistake  on  the  nart  of  anyone  in  con! 
nection  with  the  Society.  Dr.  Haydon  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  examinations  except,  taking  the  fees  and 
Kn^n/Tr  r°  fW'  Dr-  Wrirfit,  Dean  of  the  London 
Hosmtal  Medical  College,  one  of  the  examiners,  was  called 
by  the  plaintiff  but"  he  snid  he  did  not  remember  a9  con- 
versation with  the  plamtiff  suggesting  that  he  should  he 
examined  elsewhere,  nor  did  he  say'  Dr.  Haydon  would 
neverjet.  .the  plaintiff  nass  at  the  Society  of  Apothecaries

Crystalline  substances,  such  as  mag.  sulph.  and  sod.  sulph., 
should  never  be  kept  in  paper,  or  they  will  lose  weight 
and  become  unsaleable. 

Compound  powders,  such  as  pulv.  rhei  co.  and  pulv. 
glycyrrhizae  co.,  may  be  quickly  made  by  placing  all  the 
ingredients  in  an  empty  castor-oil  or  similar  tin,  then 
shaking  well  and  passing  through  a  fine  sieve. 

Do  not  refuse  payment  for  small  services  of  first-aid, 
removing  drees  stains,  and  such  like.  Remember  you  waste 
material  and  time  which  you  have  paid  for,  and  you  are 
out  to  build  a  successful  business,  not  to  run  a  charitable 
institution. 

A  simple  method  of  making  glycer.  acid,  tannic,  is  to 
place  the  glycerin  in  a  wide  vessel  such  as  a  soup-plate, 
sprinkle  the  tannic  acid  on  the  surface,  cover  with  paper, 
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set  aside  overnight,  and  in  the  morning  solution  will  be 
complete.  Skim  any  particles  of  insoluble  matter  off  the 
top,  and  you  will  have  glyc.  ac.  tan.,  B.P.  The  process 
may  be  adopted  in  the  preparation  of  glycer.  boracis,  B.P., 
and  glycer.  acid,  carbolic^  a  touch  with  a  stirring-rod  in 
the  morning  being  all  that  is  necessary  to  ensure  complete 
diffusion.  The  cold  method  is  excellent  for  making  syrupus, 
B.P..  Calculate  the  difference  between  the  weight  of  sugar 
used  and  the  finished  product.  This  gives  the  quantity  of 
water  required.  [Example  :  Sugar  5  lb.,  weight  of  finished 
product  7£  lb.;  lb.  7^  -  lb.  5  =  2^  lb.  or  2  pints  of  water.] 
Put  the  cold  water  in  a  pottle  bottle  and  add  the  sugar 
(granulated  is  best).  Shake  up  occasionally  and  let  stand 
overnight.  In  the  morning  another  shake  will  complete 
solution ;  then  strain  through  flannel  or  lint.  The  result 
is  a  clear  thick  syrup.

Chemical  Society. 


An  Ordinary  Meeting  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Lon- 
don, W.,  on  Thursday,  November  16,  at  8  p.m.  Dr.  Alex. 
Scott,-  F.R.S.  (the  President),  regretted  to  announce  the 
deaths  of  Professor  John  Ferguson,  of  Glasgow,  Mr.  David 
Howard,  and  Mr.  John  Paton.  The  work  of  Professor 
Ferguson  had  been  mainly  bibliographical,  he  said.  Mr. 
Howard's  activities  as  a  manufacturing  chemist  were  well 
known.  He  had  served  on  the  Council  of  the  Society  for 
a  period  of  ten  years,  had  been  Vice-President  for  six  years, 
and  had  taken  an  active  interest  also  in  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry. 

The  first  paper  of  the  evening  was  read  by  Dr.  H.  A. 
Ewins  on  .-I  Simple  Method  of  Estimating  Arsenic  in 
Organic  Compounds.  Dr.  Ewins  gave  an  historical  resume 
of  the  methods  that  had  been  employed  in  such  determina- 
tions, beginning  at  the  year  1880,  when  combustion  with 
soda-lime  and  oxygen  was  used,  the  -residue  being  then  dis- 
solved and  the  arsenic  precipitated  as  sulphide.  Fusion 
with  sodium  peroxide  had  been  largely  employed,  with 
either  precipitation  or  titration,  after  addition  of  potassium 
iodide,  as  the  final  step.  The  author  pointed  out  that  the 
chief  difficulty  up  till  now  had  been  to  find  a  method 
which  would  be  generally  applicable  to  all  arsenical  organic 
compounds.  The  procedure  in  the  case  of  salvarsan,  for 
instance,  was  to  oxidise  in  acid  solution  with  permanganate, 
and  then  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid  and  hydrogen 
peroxide  to  form  AsaO,.  This  was  treated  with  potassium 
iodide,  the  reaction  according  to  the  following  equation 
taking  place  : 

As205+4  HI=  As,0,+H20  +  4l2. 
The  free  iodine  is  titrated  with  standard  thiosulphate. 
The  method  now  proposed  by  Dr.  Ewins  contained  no 
essentially  new  principle,  being  but  an  adaptation  of  the 
well-known  Kjeldahl  moist-combustion  process  for  the  deter- 
mination of  nitrogen.  About  0.1  gram  of  the  substance 
was  treated  with  potassium  sulphate  and  sulphuric  acid, 
with  addition  of  about  0.2  gram  of  starch,  the  whole  being 
heated  in  the  usual  way,  until,  a  clear,  almost  colourless 
solution  was  obtained.  This  was  introduced  into  an  Erlen- 
meyer  flask,  alkalised  with  50-per-oent.  potash,  cooled,  re- 
acidified,  and  then  excess  of  sodium  bicarbonate  added. 
The  resulting  solution  was  then  titrated  with  N/20  iodine 
solution.  The  method  had  been  found  to  give  excellent 
results,  and  appeared  to  be  applicable  to  all  organic  com- 
pounds containing  arsenic,  even  the  mcst  volatile.  In 
the  discussion  Professor  Morgan,  after  complimenting  Dr. 
Ewins  on  his  excellent  work,  said  that  he  himself  had 
found  that  arsenic  compounds  containing  chlorine  had 
caused  great  trouble  with  the  older  methods,  and  asked 
if  Dr.  Ewins  had  tried  his  method  on  such  substances.  Dr. 
Ewins,  in  reply;  said  that  he  had  experimented  upon  the 
compound  Cl.,AsCcH4CN,  and  had  got  results  for  arsenic 
agreeing  remarkably  well  with  the  calculated. 

Professor  W.  N.  Rae  contributed  a  paper  on  The  Hydro- 
lysis of  Iron  Ammonium  Alum,  demonstrating  the  effects 
of  such  substances  as  sulphuric  acid,  hydrochloric,  acid, 
ammonium  sulphate,  and  cane-sugar  upon  the  hydrolysis. 
He  assigned  to  the  precipitate  which  settles  out  on  boiling 
01-  long  standing  of  a  solution  of  iron  ammonium  alum  the« 
formula  2Fe,0,,SO,.  The  effects  upon  the  absorption- 
spectra  of  such  solutions  by  the  addition  of  the  above  sub- 
stances had  been  observed,  with  the  result  that  whereas 
sulphuric  acid  displaced  the  bands  towards  the  violet,  the 
others  displaced  them  towards  the  red.  The  changes  on 
hydrolysis  were  measured  by  means  of  the  colour-changes 
taking  place  in  the  solutions,  an  arbitrary  colour-standard 
being  fixed  with  which  all  the  others  were  compared.  In 
water  the  colour  was  39,  while  with  decinormal  sulphuric 
acid  it  was  decreased  to  5,  and  with  decinormal  ammonium 
sulphate  it  was  raised  to  44.  The  effect  of  cane-sugar  and 
of  hydrochloric  acid  was  about  the  same  in  each  case,  the 
colour  being  reduced  to  13.  A  short  discussion  followed,  in 
which  the  President,  Professor  Morgan,  and  Dr.  George 
Senter  took  part.  Mr.  J.  Reilly  then  read  a  paper  entitled 
"  Tho  Resolution  of  Asymmetric  Quinquivalent  Nitrogen 
Compounds.  Part  I.  (Salts  of  d-  and  /-benzylphenylallyl- 
methyl  ammonium  hydroxide  with  d-  and  Z-bromocamphor 
2J-sulphonic  acid)." 
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Society  of  Chemical  Industry. 


A  Meeting  of  the  London  Section  was  held  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  on  November  20,  Mr.  A.  R.  Ling 
in  the  chair.  At  the  commencement  the  Chairman  referred, 
to  the  death  of  two  Past-Presidents  of  the  Society,  Sir 
William  Ramsay  and  Mr.  Davis  Howard.  Asked  by  the 
Chairman  to  say  a  few  words,  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  recalled 
his  first  meeting  with  Mr.  Howard  in  1860  as  a  student 
at  the  old  Royal  College  of  Chemisfry  in  Oxford^Street,  when 
Mr.  Howard  said  to  him;  "  I  welcome  you,  and  I  hope 
we  shall  always  be  friends."  After  further  reminiscences 
of  his  student-days,  Mr.  Tyrer  said  thai  character  is  the 
foundation  of  life  and  business,  and  that  Mr.  Howard's 
probity,  honour,  and  truth  never  failed.  He  added  that 
the  traditions  of  the  house  of  Howard  are  being  perpetuated 
in  his  two  sons,  who  have  been  inspired  by  the  character 
of  their  father. 

Dr.  C.  C.  Carpenter  (President  of  the  Society)  then  gave 
an  address  on  "  Chemistry  and  Engineering."  He  said  the 
charter  of  the  Institute  of  Civil  Engineers  defines  the 
profession  of  engineering  as  "  the  art  of  directing  the 
great  forces  of  Nature  to  the  service  of  man,"  and  similarly 
a  chemist  may  be  defined  as  "  one  who  wrests  hidden 
secrets  from  Nature  for  the  benefit  of  mankind."  The 
basis  of  engineering  is  the  triangle,  arid  the  double  triangle 
is  the  foundation  of  all  structures  in  metal.  The  imagina- 
tive faculty  needs  to  be  highly  developed  in  the  engineer, 
as  he  must  be  able  to  see  in  his  mind's  eye  the  finished 
structure  before  ^it  is  begun.  An  interesting  account  was 
then  given  of  the  steps  involved  in  the  erection  of  the 
Forth  Bridge,  lantern-slides  being  exhibited  to  illustrate 
the  steps  in  the  construction.  The  speaker  then  asked  his 
audience  to  imagine  the  problems  involved  in  the  structure 
of  a  ship  having  a  fuel-consumption  of  a  thousand  tons  of 
coal  a  day.  The  position  of  the  engineer  in  the  Navy  was 
formerly  looked  upon  with  contempt,  but  that  has  been 
altered  entirely  by  the  new  educational  system  introduced  by 
Lord  Fisher,  under  which  boys  join  as  cadets  at  the  age  of 
thirteen  to  13^  years.  Up  to  seventeen  years  of  age  all 
receive  the  same  education,  which  includes  engineering, 
and  then  a  sorting-out  takes  place,  when  the  cadets  are 
separated,  according  to  their  capacities,  into  engineers  and 
navigating  officers.  The  system  has  been  a  complete  success. 
Some  such  method,  he  suggested,  needs  applying  in  the  case 
of  chemistry,  which  is  looked  upon  in  high  quarters  with 
the  contempt  formerly  bestowed  on  engineering.  It  had 
been  impossible,  for  example,  to  get  permission  to  show 
lantern-slides  of  the  German  chemical-works  in  this  country 
which  have  become  national  property  owing  to  the  war. 
He  had  hoped  to  do  this  to  show  the  progress  made  by 
Germans  in  chemical  industry.  It  is  necessary,  he  said, 
for  the  engineer  to  take  a  larger  part  in  the  running  as 
well  as  in  the  designing  of  plant.  We  must  not  start,  how- 
ever, with  the  theory  that  everyone  can  be  trained  as  an 
engineer  or  a  chemist.  Mental  capacities  must  be  studied. 
The  engineer  and  the  chemist  should  take  each  other  into 
confidence.  The  engineer  should  be  taught  enough  of 
chemistry  to  enable  him  to  appreciate  the  chemist's  point 
of  view,_  and  the  chemist  enough  engineering  to  know  that 
the  engineer  can  be  left  to  advise  on  engineering  problems. 
There  should  be  two  staffs,  one  of  chemists  and  the  other 
of  engineers,  with  a  chemist  or  an  engineer  at  the  head  of 
each,  who  would  consult  in  overcoming  difficulties;  they 
should,  in  fact,  be  the  physician  and  surgeon  of  the 
■chemical-industry. 

A  good  discussion  then  took  place.  Mr.  Tyrer  urged 
the  need  of  co-operation  between  chemist  and  engineer, 
and  took  the  opportunity  of  remarking  that  fine-chemical 
manufacturers  are  not  "  tin-pot  sort  of  men."  They  have 
all  the  problems  of  the  chemists  who  manufacture  on  a 
large  scale,  and  in  addition  have  to  exercise  much  greater 
care  in  regard  to  details.  Professor  G.  T.  Morgan  said 
more  synthetic  chemists  are  needed.  It  is  the  chemist  work- 
ma-  on  the  basis  of  the  molecular  theorv  that  starts  the 
industries  in  which  the  engineer  is  required.  He  attributed 
the  going  backward  of  the  French  chemists  to  the  fact  that 
they  did  not  accept  Kekule's  teaching,  and  were,  in  conse- 
quence, working  in  chaos.  Other  speakers  urged  that 
physics  and  finance  are  involved  in  the  successful  carrying- 
en  of  chemical -works.  Mr.  J.  W.  Hinckley  said  chemical 
engineers _  need  special  training;  the  ordinary  mechanical 
engineer  is  quite  unable  to  grasD  what  the  chemist  requires. 
Professor  A.  Smithells  said  it  is  impossible  for  a  student 
to  spare  the  time  required  for  training  him  both  as  a 
chemist  and  an  engineer,  and  moreover  the  mental  capacities 
needed  for  the  two  professions  are  different.  The  element 
of  experience  is  the  most  valuable,  and  that  cannot  be 
taught  at  the  University.    Mr.  J.  J.  Eastick  objected  to 


the  divided  responsibility  involved  in  the  President's  sug- 
gestion. He  said  that  the  training  received  at  the  old 
School  of  Mines  was  excellent  for  fitting  chemical  engineers 
to  face  the  many  problems  which  would  confront  them 
later.  Dr.  H.  E.  Armstrong  said  reforms  are  needed  in 
primary  education.  Half  a  boy's  time  at  school  should  be 
occupied  by  manual  work.  The  typ°,,s  needed  for  an  engineer 
and  a  chemist  are  different ;  the  engineer  is  a  constructive 
animal,  and  the  chemist  analytical.  After  several  other 
members  had  spoken,  the  Chairman  summed  up  the  dis- 
cussion and  Dr.  Carpenter  briefly  replied. 

A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and  East  of  Scotland  Sec- 
tion was  held  on  November  14.  Professor  Jas.  Walker  in 
the  chair.  Dr.  C.  H,  Desch,  of  the  Metallurgical  Depart- 
ment of  the  Glasgow  University,  read  a  paper  on  "  Crystal- 
lisation of  Metals  and  Alloys." 

Before  a  meeting  of  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Section  on 
November  15,  Sir  Charles  Bedford,  Secretary  of  the  Asso- 
ciation of  British  Chemical  Manufacturers,  delivered  an 
address  on  "  The  Organisation  of  British  Chemical  Manu- 
facturers." The  future  under  modern  industrial  conditions 
lies  with  the.  big  chemical-works  or  with  the  organisation 
of  smaller  businesses.  He  advocated  the  formation  first 
of  all  of  a  Political  Committee  to  organise  a  public  pro- 
paganda regarding  the  necessity  for  Government  assistance 
and  concessions.  A  Fiscal  Committee  would  also  have  to 
consider  questions  of  Patent  Law  modifications,  and  to  deal 
with  the  thorny  question  of  tariffs.  The  Association  would 
have  to  affiliate  or  combine  with  other  manufacturers' 
organisations  to  secure  further  political  action — with,  for 
instance,  the  Associations  of  engineers,  iron  and  steel,  tex- 
tiles, electrical,  shipoing  industries,  etc.  Parliamentary 
action  would  have  to  be  co-ordinated  in  order  to  give  effect 
to  these  aims.  The  Committee  would  have  to  keep  a 
watchful  eye  on  commercial  treaties,  and  questions  relating 
to  commercial  intelligence  require  very  close  attention.

The  Cocaine  Inquiry. 

Questioned  in  the  House;  of  Commons  on  Wednesday, 
November  22,  as  to  the  absence  of  any  representative  of 
Ireland  on  the  Departmental  Committee  on  the  use  of 
cocaine  by  dentists,  Mr.  Herbert  Samuel  replied  that  the 
Committee  is  a  small  one,  consisting  of  only  five  members. 
As  the  question  is  a  general  one,  which  does  not  appear  to 
affect  the  different  parts  of  the  United  Kingdom  differently, 
it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  provide  for  the  specific 
representation  thereon  of  Ireland,  Scotland,  or  Wales.  No 
doubt  the  Committee  would  consider  any  application  to 
hear  evidence  from  Ireland. 

Ellesmeee  Poet  Laboratories. 

The  chemical-works  at  Ellesmere  Port,  which  were  built 
by  several  German  chemical  firms  when  Mr.  Lloyd  George's 
amendments  to  the  Patents  Law  came  into  force,  again 
came  before  the  House  of  Commons  on  Thursday,  Novem- 
ber 16,  when  Sir  Frederick  Cawley,  Bart.,  M.P.  for  Prest- 
wich  Division  of  Lancashire,  asked  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  several  questions  in  regard  to  the  purchase 
of  the  place  by  Levinstein,  Ltd.,  and  the  statement  by 
the  chairman  of  British  Dyes,  Ltd.,  that  they  were  not 
allowed  to  tender.  Mr.  J.  M.  Henderson  also  joined  in  the 
interrogation,  but  Mr.  Runciman  did  not  add  to  his  pre- 
vious replies  on  the  subject  (C.  &  D.,  November  4,  p.  44) 
except  to  say  that  discussions  as  to  the  future  organisation 
of  the  British  dye-industry  have  for  some  time  been 
proceeding  with  the_  more  important  British  dye-making 
concerns  and  organisations  of  dye-consumers.  Any  pro- 
posals for  further  assistance  to  the  industry  out  of  public 
funds  will  necessarily  be  submitted  to  this  House. 

Opium  and  Morphine. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  gave  Mr.  Theodore 
C.  Taylor,  M.P.  for  Radcliffe,  some  interesting  information 
last  week  regarding  our  exports  of  British-made  morphine 
during  1913,  1914,  and  1915.  The  total  exports  in  1913 
were  406,154  oz.,  in  1914  thev  amounted  to  504,020  oz.,  and 
in  1915  to  295,572  oz.  In  1913  about  a  fifth  of  the  exports 
went  to  Germany,  and  in  1914  about  a  sixth.  The  figures 
for  last  year  (none  to  Germany)  were :  France,  35.303  oz. ; 
Japan,  204,742  oz.  ;  other  foreign  countries,  41.067  oz. 
(Russia,  Sweden,  Norway,  Denmark,  Spain,  Italy,  and 
Corea)  ;  Hong-Kong,  83  oz.  ;  and  other  British  Possessions, 
14,377  oz.    (including    Australia    6,083  oz.    and  Canada 
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7,972  oz.).  In  1914  the  504,020  oz.  exported  was  valued  at 
203.717?.,  and  the  295,572  oz.  exported  in  1915  came  to 
200,734/.,  or  getting  on  to  double  the  price.  Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  M.P.,  has  informed  Mr.  Taylor  that  it  is  reported 
that  morphia  is  smuggled  into  Manchuria  and  China  from 
Japan,  also  that  there  is  nothing  to  add  to  what  he 
said  on  May  18,  1915,  as  to  the  Opium  Convention  of  1912. 
No  further  notification  has  been  received  from  the  Nether- 
lands Government  of  any  Power  having  signed  the  protocol 
drawn  up  by  the  Conference  in  1914.

"  Quala  "  Rubber-milk  Sfonge.— The  new  sponges  offered 
by  Rubber  Sponges,  Ltd..  15  Angel  Court,  London,  E.C., 
are  more  like  natural  Turkey  sponges  in  colour  and  texture 
than  any  other  form  of  rubber  sponges  that  we  have  seen. 
We  understand  that  the  company  import  the  rubber  latex, 
which  is  chemically  treated  before  exportation,  and  from 
it  manufacture  the  "  Quala "  in  their  own  factory  at 
Brentford.

2s.  6r7.  size  is  as  large  as  a  Turkey  toilet-sponge  that 
would  cost  at  least  5s.,  and  is  specially  suited  for  toilet- 
purposes,  while  the  5s.  size  is  nearer  the  size  of  a  nursery 
bath-sponge.  The  profit,  to  the  retailer  is  33-Jj  per  cent, 
of  the  retail  price,  and  the  sponges  may  be  obtained  from 
S.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons  and  R.  Hovenden'&  Sons,  Ltd.  Mr. 
F.  E.  Quelch-Woolls,  the  sales  manager  for  Rubber  Sponges, 
Ltd.,  comes  of  a  well-known  pharmaceutical  family  in 
Margate,  and  he  speaks  with  enthusiasm  of  the  success  of 
the  new  sponge. 

Sanatogen  and  Formamint.— The  all-British  ownership  of 
these  and  other  Wulfing  lines  is  made  manifest  by  an 
advertisement  in  this  issue,  inserted  by  the  British  "Pur- 
chasers of  the  Sanatogen  Co..  12  Chenies  Street,  London. 
W.C.  The  kernel  of  this  advertisement  is  the  statement 
made  in  it  as  follows: 

"  Do  not  be  dismayed  by  the  fact  that  the  old  names 
and  trade-marks   are  voided,    so  that   any  shoddy  sub- 
stitute can  now  call  itself  Sanatoiren  or  Formamint.  The 
public  knows  the  old  '  Wulfing  '  labels,  and  by  the  time 
the  present  stocks  are  exhausted  we  shall  have  renamed 
the  preparations,  and   advertised   them   so   widely  and 
persistently  that  no  one  will  have  the  slightest  doubt 
as  to  which  are  the  genuine  original  products." 
Tt  will  be  observed  that  the  expert  who  did  the  German 
firm's  advertising  is  to  do  the  advertising  for  the  British 
Purchasers,  but  where  the  Germans  spent  30.0007.  the  British 
Purchasers  are  to  spend  60.000/.,   and,  so  far  as  retailers 
are  concerned,  it  will  be  observed  that  those  who  send  a 
5/.  order  for  the  goods  are  to  get  a  special  advertising 
discount  of  10  per  cent. 
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Observations  and  Reflections.

The  Sensational  "Evidence" 

of  -the  anonymous  chemist 
who  told  the  unofficial  Faculty  of  Insurance  that  60  per 
cent,  of  the  N.H.I  prescriptions  he  had  dispensed  were 
"  humbug,  prescriptions,"  if  it  is  allowed  to  have  any 
evidential  value  at  all,  must  be  largely  discounted.  No 
pharmacist  can  say,  or  has  a  right  to  say,  that  the  pre- 
scriptions brought  to  him  are  humbugs,  and  anybody  who 
does  say  it  is  condemned  out  of  his  own  mouth  as  a 
prejudiced,  reckless,  and  therefore  unreliable  witness. 

Mr.  Bacot's  Experiments 

on-  insecticides  and  their  value  as 
preventives  and  cures  for  the  plague  of  lice  at  the  Front 
do  not  appear  from  your  paragraph  to  have  resulted  in 
.much  success.  In  fact,  Mr.  Bacot  confirms  what  a  good 
few  of  my  soldier  friends  have  told  me — that  the>  cure 
for  lice  has  not  yet  been  discovered.  One  of  the  best 
applications  is,  I  am  told,  a  tincture  of  larkspur,  made 
by  diluting  a  strong  liquid  extract  with  a  fairly  strong 
spirit.  This  is  a  powerful  poison  to  the,  insects,  and 
when  the  men  are  willing  to  take  the  necessary  trouble 
with  it  the  results  are  quite  good.  .Larkspur  is  the 
homely  name  for  Delphinium  conxolida ,  whose  use  is 
referred  to  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  a  formula 
being  given  on  p.  108  for  an  American  preparation  of 
it  which  ' '  causes  consternation  in  the  ranks  of  the 
pediculus." 

The  Manchester  Discussion 

of  the  prospects  of  pharmacy, 
though  full  of  interest,  was  not  particularly  illuminating, 
and  there  was  a  good  deal  of  difference  of  opinion  ex- 
pressed as  to  what  our  prospects  are.  The  idea  that  in 
itself  examination  ensures  protection  is  a  fallacy  written 
large  all  over  our  past  history.  We  are  much  better 
educated  now  than  we  were  in  1868,  but  the  very  ground 
of  these  discussions  is  that  our  position  and  prospects 
have  grown  worse.  Many  of  us,  it  is  true,  practise1  less 
"pure  pharmacy"  than  we  used  to  do,  but  that  is  not 
because  we  do  more  general  trade,  but  partly  because 
we  buy  what  we  used  to  make,  and  partly  because  there 
are  more  dispensing  doctors  (excepting,  of  course,  Insur- 
ance work)  than  there  used  to  be.  The  stiffening  of  the 
Minor  would  not  alter  this.  I  am  as  strongly  in  favour 
of  education  as  anybody,  but  am  too  old  to  be  caught 
with  such  chaff  as  the  supposition  that  to  fit  oneself  for 
good  work  is  the  same  thing  as  to  get  it,  or  that  one 
cannot  be  at  the  same  time  a  shopkeeper  and  a 
pharmacist. 

Mr.  Bates's  Address  to  the  Liverpool  Association 

narrowly 

escapes  the  condemnation  of  being  "faultily  faultless." 
To  expatiate  so  freely  over  so  wide  a  range  of  topics,  to 
say  so  much  that  is  noteworthy  about  each  of  them,  and 
yet  say  nothing  to  which  serious  objection  can  be  taken, 
is  no  small  feat.  It  argues  a  balance  of  mind,  a  prac- 
tical wisdom,  and  a  sureness  of  tact  that  few  men  possess. 
For  Mr.  Bates  is  never  commonplace  though  always  com- 
monsensihle  ;  he  sees  his  subject  steadily,  and  sees  it 
whole,  and  if  the  picture  he  draws  is  ah  "  ideal  "  one  it 
is  ideal  in  the  best  sense — not  as  being  merely  imaginary, 
but  as  answering  to  one's  highest  conception  of  what  is 
possible.  That  Mr.  Bates's  outlook  for  pharmacy  and  the 
pharmacist  is  optimistic  should  encourage  us,  and 
confirm  us  in  the  endeavour  to  win  such  a  share  of  the 
public  confidence  as  will  finally  establish  our  position,  I 
will  not  say  as  professional  men,  but  as  indispensable 
to  the  common  weal.  We  must,  however,  remember  the 
condition  upon  which  he  insists — trade  combination 
supplementino;  personal  integrity  and  pharmaceutical 
efficiency.  We  must  not  neglect  the  body  in  our  care  for 
the  soul  of  pharmacy. 


Trade  Prospects  with  Russia 

ought  to  be  exceedingly  good 
after  the  war  for  this  country,  though,  as  Mr.  Beable 
says,  the  Russians  have  learned  their  lesson,  and  they 
will  develop  their  own  industries  in  future  in  preference 
even  to  doing  business  with  their  present  Allies.  It 
appears  to  me,  however,  that  Mr.  Beable  omitted  to  note 
a  factor  in  the  trade  situation  which  will  certainly  exer- 
cise a  profound  influence  on  Russian  imports — namely, 
the  reopening  of  the  Black  Sea  and  the  transference  of 
Constantinople  from  the  Turks.  I  take  it  that  the  war 
cannot  cease  till  this  has  been  accomplished,  and  when 
that  happy  day  arrives  the  export  of  grain  will  be  so 
enormous  that  huge  imports  must  be  admitted  to  pay  for 
it.  In  that  event  it  is  tolerably  certain  that  Great  Britain 
will  be  one. of  Russia's  best  customers  for  some  years  to 
come,  with  the  inevitable  result  that  Russia  will  be  a  big 
buyer  of  our  manufactures.  On  the  other  hand,  Ger- 
many being  a  near  neighbour  and  also  a  consumer  of 
wheat,  there  would  appear  to  be  no  economic  reason  why 
she  should  not  do  a  large  trade  with  Russia.  As  to  the 
conditions  necessary  before  business  can  be  done  by  Eng- 
lish houses  in  Russia,  Mr.  Beable  makes  it  clear  that 
the  language  problem  is  one  of  the  most  important,  and 
it  is  therefore  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  zeal  for  study 
of  the  Russian  language  will  not  be  allowed  to  die  out. 

Apologists  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

in     its  dealings 

with  the  Insurance  Commissioners,  if  honest,  are  likely 
to  find  themselves  in  dialectical  difficulties.  Mr.  Sargeant 
did  so  at  Leeds  the  other  day.  His  criticism  of  the  new 
terms  of  service  accepted  for  us  by  the  Society  was 
admirable,  and  wanted  nothing  of  pungency.  The  terms 
are  inadequate,  inequitable,  unbusinesslike,  the  premises 
on  which  they  are  based  are  unsound  and  inadmissible, 
and  the  principle  of  the  establishment-charge  is  neces- 
sarily unsatisfactory — here  is  a  string  of  assertions  (every 
one  of  them  true)  which  even  I  could  not  have  bettered, 
and  yet  Mr.  Sargeant  is  convinced  that  in  future  nego- 
tiations the  pharmacists  of  Leeds,  "at  least,"  will  "sup- 
port the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to  a  man."  Why?  And 
why  the  men  of  Leeds  particularly  ?  I  know  something 
of  Yorkshiremen,  and  I  have  not  found  them  so  ready 
to  trust  those  who  have  let  them  down  once.  I  confess  I 
do  not  understand  Mr.  Sargeant's'  remarks  on  the  Scot- 
tish v.  the  English  rate  of  remuneration.  He  says  that 
we  are  in  most  cases  better  off  than  we  should  be  under 
the  Scottish  Tariff.  You  quoted  the  other  week  an 
obviously  inspired  statement  of  the  "  Glasgow  Herald  " 
to  the  effect  that  the  Scottish  terms  are  20  per  cent, 
better  than  ours,  and  I  suspect  this  is  a  good  deal  neai'er 
the  truth  than  Mr.  Sargeant's  statement.  His  assertion 
that  we  are  "infinitely"  better  off  than  we  should  have 
been  under  the  old  Tariff  with  an  almost  certain  discount 
of  15  per  cent,  is  equally  open  to  question.  I  may  say 
that  I  had  written  the  foregoing  before  your  own  crush- 
ing reply  to  Mr.  Sargeant  caught  my  attention.

Editorial  Articles. 


Formamint. 

We  have  in  previous  issues  pointed  out  that  "  Forma- 
mint "  tablets,  as  made  and  sold  by  Wolfing  &  Co.,  are 
a  medicine  prepared  according  to  letters  patent,  and  that 
they  have  been  sold  as  a  stamped  medicine.  The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  having  avoided  the  trade-mark 
registration  of  the  word  "  Formamint,"  it  was  assumed 
that  compressed  tablets  might  be  made  and  sold  unstamped 
by  registered  chemists  as  Formamint,  notwithstanding 
that  the  proprietary  article  of  that  name  was  a  dutiable 
and  patented  medicine.  In  view  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts,  we  asked  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  if  it  is  possible  to  sell  any  article  as  "  Forma- 
mint "  without  stamping  it  according  to  the  price  charged 
by  the  retailer.  To  this  we  received  on  Thursday, 
November  23,  a  secretarial  reply  (No.  R.  6824b/ 1916), 
containing  the  following  statement  : 

"  I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  to 
inform  you  that  all  medicines  '  which  have  at  any  time 
heretofore  been,  now  are,  or  shall  hereafter  be  prepared, 
uttered,  vended,  or  exposed  to  sale  under  the  authority  of 
any  letters  patent  under  the  Great  Seal,'  are  within  the 
general  charge  to  medicine  stamp-duty  in  the  first  Schedule 
to  the  Act  52  Geo.  III.,  c.  150,  and  that  the  patent1  rights, 
whether  or  not  they  may  be  still  in  force,  prevent  such 
medicines  from  being  sold  unstamped  under  the  exemption 
contained  in  that  Act  in  favour  of  '  known,  approved,  and 
admitted  remedies.'  " 

It  is  thus  perfectly  clear  that  a  medicine  prepared 
according  to  the  patent,  which  we  may  conveniently  refer 
to  as  the  Formamint  Patent,  and  described  in  the  C.  &  D., 
October  28,  p.  47,  cannot  be  a  known,  admitted,  and 
approved  remedy,  and  cannot  be  sold  unstamped.  Other 
statutory  conditions  are  touched  when  pastilles  not  made 
according  to  the  patent  referred  to  are  sold  as  Forma- 
mint. The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  having 
avoided  the  trade-mark  rights,  the  description  "  Forma- 
mint "  does  not  necessarily  imply  a  claim  to  proprietary 
rights;  but  if  the  original  "  Formamint  "  composition  or 
formula  is  not  adhered  to,  it  is  not  improbable  that 
"Formamint"  may  not  be  a  true  description  of  the 
medicine,  so  that  the  sale  may  be  contrary  to  Merchandise 
Marks  Act  conditions.  Other  legal  disabilities  are  prob- 
able, even  under  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts,  and  one  may 
inherit  these  by  using  the  word  "  Formamint  "  as  a 
description  of  the  medicine  sold.  They  may  continue 
to  make  and  sell  similar  tablets  on  the  old  conditions, 
beyond  which  are  the  risks  of  impeachment  by  the 
Revenue  authorities  and  others  interested.

Charles  Umney. 

At  Fern   Brake,  Branksome  Wood   Road,  Bournemouth,  on 
November  23.  Mr.  Charles  Umney,  Ph.C.,  F.C.S.,  P.I.C.,  in  his 
seventy-fourth  year. 
The  death  of  Mr.  Umney  was  not  unexpected.    For  some 
years  he  had  been  suffering  from  an  inward  complaint 

that     troubled  him 
even    when    he  was 
active,  in  business,  and 
a    few  weeks  ago  an 
operation     was  per- 
formed which  relieved 
him  a  little  ;  but  those 
who  looked  on  realised 
that    the    end  was 
coming,  and  at  half- 
past  two  on  Thursday 
morning    his  painful 
struggle  ended.    It  is 
only  with  the  death  of 
such  a  man  as  Charles 
Umney  that  the  living 
can    realise    the  loss 
that      their  calling 
6uffers.  Charles 
Umney  was  a  name  in 
pharmacy,     and  his 
work  ihad  influenced 
its  followers,  when  many  of  us  had  not  yet  entered  it. 
The  article  on  "Weights  and  Measures  "  in  our  issue 
of  November  4  fixes  the  fact  that  Charles  Umney  was 
thinking  of  British  pharmacy  even  when  the  shadow  of 
death  was  cast  upon  him.    The  article  was  based  on  a 
letter   that  we  had   received  from  him,  in  which  he 
suggested  that  after  the  war  the  metric  system  would 
have  to  be  more  thought  of  in  trade.    It  is  just  fifty- 
four  years  since  Mr.  Umney  came  to  London  in  order 
to  enter  the  School  of  Pharmacy  as  a  Bell  Scholar.  This 
was   at  the  beginning  of  the  1862   session.  Michael 
Carteighe  began  in  the  School  at  the  same  time,-  and 
friendly  rivals  they  were,   Carteighe  taking  the  medals 
in  theoretical  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  and  Umney  doing 
the  same  m  botany  and  materia  medica,  also  earning  the 
Practical  Chemistry  Medal,  which  two  of  his  sons  in 
later  years  also  took.    Charles  Umney  became  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  in  June  1862,  and  shortly  afterwards 
was  appointed   laboratory  manager  to  Herrings  &  Co 
where  T.  H   W.  Idris  and  W.  P.  Parry  were  associated 
with  him.    After  that  he  became  a  partner  in  the  South- 
wark  business  founded  by  William  Valentine  Wright  and 
thereupon  called  Wright,  Layman  &  Umney.    He  was  the 
administrative  head  of  this  until  the  business  became  a 
limited  company,  with  his  son,  Mr.  John  Charles  Umney 
as  managing  director,  Charles  Umney  retiring  but  remain- 
ing in  touch  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  His 
pharmaceutical  career  was  complete  in  several  sections 
His  educational  accomplishments  were  followed    up  by 
investigations  from  which  many  papers  resulted,  the  first 
m  1863.    We  reprinted  recently  his  paper  on  Syr  Ferri 
Phos.,  communicated  to  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference m  1866  (the  year  after  he  became  a  Fellow  of  the 
Chemical  Society),  and  we  may  truly  regard  his  recent 
letter  to  us  on  the  metric  system  as  evidence  of  his 
thought  for  the  trade  that  dominated  his  mind  for  more 
than  half  a  century.    The  section  of  work  in  pharmacy 
done  by  him  is  both  extensive  and  rich.    He  also  helped 
pharmacy  as  an  administrator;  he  was  clear  and  clever 
in  business  matters  ;  a  good  buyer,  too,  as  his  attendance 
at  the  drug-sales  demonstrated,  and  there  and  on  'Change 
fie  became  marked  as  a  man  of  business.    When  Richard 
Bankes  Barron  resuscitated  the  Drug  Club,  it  was  Charles 
bmney  that  he  sought  as  Secretary,  and  in  due  time  Mr 
Umney  became  President  of  the  Club.      He  was  also 
Chairman  of  the  Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  and  a  measure  of  his  ability  and  cower 
was  then  afforded  when  he  took  Revenue  representatives 
into  his  firm  s  laboratories  in  order  to  watch  the  experi- 
ments that  he  devised  and  carried  out  for  the  purpose  of 
ascertaining  the  loss  of  spirit  in  making  liquid  galenicals. 
Upon  these  experiments  was  based  the  rebate  on  exporta- 


tion of  spirituous  medicinal  preparations  under  drawback. 
In  other  business  and  fiscal  matters  Charles  Umney  was  a 
willing  worker  by  himself  and  with  others,  and  never  for 
himself  alone.  As  a  pharmacist  pure  and  simple  we  have 
his  history  in  the  records  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
and  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference.  For  many 
years  he  was  one  of  the  Society's  Examiners,  and  later  an 
auditor.  He  worked  for  the  Conference  as  a  paper-con- 
tributor, a  debater,  member  of  the  Committee,  and  in 
1884  he  became  the  Treasurer,  holding  that  office  until,  in 
1888,  he  was  appointed  President  of  the  body,  holding 
the  office  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  in  1889  and  at  Leeds  in 
1890.  He  showed  eminence  in  this  office,  but  so  was  it 
with  everything  pharmaceutical  that_  he  touched.  In  his 
retirement  he  became  Chairman. of  the  Drug-trade  Appeal 
Fund,  and  presided  at  the  annual  meeting  held  a  few 
months  ago,  still  keenly  alive  to  the  importance  of  a 
measure  of  defence  for  the  retail  drug-trade.  So  in  other 
departments  of  pharmacy  much  might  be  said  of  Charles 
Umney's  good  work.  He  was  singularly  fortunate  in 
having  six  sons,  and  two  of  them  have  been  associated 
with  him  in  business,  John  Charles  Umney  and  Ernest 
Albert  Umney,  and  they  have  proved  that  the  paternal 
qualifications  are  continued  in  them.  Other  eons  have 
obtained  distinction  in  medicine,  dentistry,  and 
technology. 

Business  Names  Bill. 

In  the  House  of  Lords  last  Session,  Lord  Southwark  in- 
troduced a  Bill  for  the  registration  of  business  names, 
the  object  of  which  was  practically  to  obtain  means  of 
ascertaining  when  a  business  is  conducted  by  alien  enemies 
who  use  English  or  other  names  that  conceal  their  alien 
origin.  The  measure  got  short  shrift,  but  since  then  it  has 
been  altered,  and  the  House  of  Lords  has,  now  passed 
it  in  the  form  of  a  Bill  of  twenty-one  clauses  and  a 
schedule.  It  is  now  before  the  House  of  Commons,  and 
we  think  -that  every  man  of  business  should  give  most 
careful  attention  to  its  provisions.  Substantially  the 
principal  provision  is  that  which  requires  firms  and  persons 
not  trading  in  their  own  names  to  be  registered  in  the 
limited-company  manner,  as  shown  in  the  following 
extracts  from  Clause  1  : 

"  (a)  Every  firm  having  a  place  of  business  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  carrying,  on  business  under  a,  business  name 
which  does  not  consist  of  the  true  surnames  of  all  partners 
who  are  individuals,  and  the  corporate  names  of  all  part- 
ners who  are  corporations,  without  any  addition  other  than 
the  true  Christian  names  of  individual  partners  or  initials 
of  such  Christian  names ; 

"_(&)  Every  individual  having  a  place  of  business  in  the' 
United  Kingdom,  and  carrying  on  business  under  a  business 
name  which  does  not  consist  of  his  true  surname,  without 
any_  addition  other  than  his  true  Christian  names  or  the 
initials  thereof,  shall  be  registered." 

The  Bill  goes  on  to  provide  the  manner  of  registering 
as  well  as  numerous  other  details  that  will  have  to  be 
followed  by  firms  and  individuals  carrying  on  business 
under  different  names  from  their  own.  It  is  proposed 
that  there  shall  be  registration  offices  in  London,  Edin- 
burgh, and  Dublin,  and  the  provisions  will  certainly  make 
it  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  for  any  alien  trading 
in  this  country  to  conceal  his  real  name  and  the  country 
of  his  origin  when  he  is  doing  business  here.  We  question 
if  the  House  of  Lords  has  really  considered  the  amount 
of  new  work  and  trouble  that  the  Bill  will  create.  Take, 
for  example,  Clause  11,  which  says  : 

"  On  receiving  any  statement  or  statutory  declaration 
made  in  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  registrar  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  filed,  and  he  shall  send  by  post  or  delivei 
a  certificate  of  the  registration  thereof  to  the  firm  or 
person  registering." 

This  is  all  new  work  to  be  created  at  a  time  when 
every  department  of  business  in  the  country  wants  men 
badly,  and  takes  women  in  their  place.  Is  the  time 
appropriate  for  creating  new  departments  like  this  ? 
Besides,  the  Bill,  however  admirable  it  may  be  as  an 
ideal,  is  making  some  real  changes  in  business  methods 
which  have  not  been  considered  by  business  people.  For 
example,  Clause  17  provides  as  follows  : 
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"  Every  individual  and  firm  required  by  this  Act  to  bo 
registered  shall,  in  all  trade  catalogues,  trad©  circulars,  and 
business  letters,  on  or  in  which  the  business  name  appears, 
and  which  are  issued  or  sent  by  the  individual  or  firm  to 
any  person  in'  the  United  Kingdom,  have  mentioned  in 
legible  characters : 

"  (a)  In  the  case  of  an  individual,  his  present  Christian 
name  or  the  initials  thereof  and  present  surname,  any 
former  Christian  name  or  surname,  his  nationality  if  not 
British,  and  if  his  nationality  is  not  his  nationality  of 
origin  his  nationality  of  origin;  and 

"  (b)  In  the  case  of  a  firm,  the  present  Christian  names 
or  the  initials  thereof  and  present  surnames,  any  former 
Christian  names  and  surnames,  and  the  nationality  if  not 
British,  and  if  the  nationality  is  not  the  nationality  of 
origin  the  nationality  of  origin  of  all  the  partners  in  the 
firm." 

We  suggest  that  every  retailer,  wholesaler,  and  manu- 
facturer who  reads  this  should  think  of  what  it  means. 
Every  one  of  them  who  is  not  a  limited  company,  and  he 
who  carries  on  business  in  another  name  than  his  own,  will 
have  to  do  what  Clause  17  says  if  the  Bill  passes.  This 
clause  was  reached  in  Committee  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons on  Wednesday  evening,  and  encountered  considerable 
opposition.  Mr.  Pretyman,  who  is  in  charge  of  the  Bill, 
maintained  that  the  clause  provides  for  the  minimum  of 
publication.  If  there  is  to  be  any  publication  at  all  it 
could  not  be  less  than  the  name  and  nationality,  he  said. 
A  division  was  challenged,  but  not  insisted  upon,  and 
the  Bill  was  reported  to  the  House. 


The  Linseed-oil  Outlook. 

The  recent  sharp  advance  in  the  linseed-oil  market  has 
been  one  of  the  features  among  the  group  of  fixed  oils, 
many  of  which  have  also  appreciated  in  value  during  the 
past  month.  At  this  period  last  year  linseed  oil  was 
selling  at  about  30/.  per  ton  in  pipes  on  the  spot,  whereas 
now  the  50/.  mark  has  been  crossed  with  an  excited 
market,  and  all  the  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  the 
tendency  is  likely  to  continue  upwards.  This  startling 
'advance  is  chiefly  the  result  of  the  increasing  anxiety 
regarding  the  fate  of  the  River  Plate  crop,  the  prospects 
for  which  appear  to  be  much  worse  than  for  several 
years  past.  Advices  of  partial  light  rains  camrs  to  hand 
lately,  but  it  is  very  doubtful,  even  in  the  event  of  good 
rains,  if  these  could  be  of  much  use  to  improve  the  out- 
look while  the  crop  is  now  entering  upon  its  final  stage. 
Estimates  of  yield  are  widely  divergent  as  usual,  some 
experts  being  extremely  pessimistic,  and  placing  the  yield 
at  only  a  quarter-million  tons;  but  in  any  case  there  is 
good  reason  to  believe  that  the  most  that  can  be  expected 
is  350,000  tons,  instead  of  a  million  tons.  Fortunately 
there  remains  in  Argentina  a  surplus  of  old  crop,  probably- 
200,000  tons,  so  that  this  may  tend  to  minimise  the  gravity 
of  the  situation  in  respect  to  the  huge  deficit  in  the  new 
crop.  The  latter,  together  with  the  old-crop  surplus, 
would,  according  to  market  experts,  make  for  a  total  ex- 
portable surplus  of  about  400,OCO  to  450,000  tons.  When  it 
is  recollected,  however,  that  the  shipments  from  Argentina 
to  the  whole  of  Europe  for  the  current  year  will  probably 
be  about_  400.000  tons,  and  that  the  market  has  now  to 
reckon  with  keen  American  competitive  buying  for  direct 
shipment  from  the  River 'Plate  during  the  greater  part 
of  the  coming  season  or  until  the  next  North  American 
crops  become  available,  it  will  be  seen  that  a  serious  situa- 
tion is  confronting  the  European  market.  Moreover,  the 
United  States,  being  much  more  favourably  situated  as 
regards  freightage  facilities  than  Western  Europe,  may 
secure  as  much  as  a  million  quarters,  or  about  200,000 
tons,  of  seed,  which  obviously  means  that  British  and 
Continental  crushers  are  bound  to  be  severely  hampered 
in  their  operations  later,  even  taking  it  for  granted  that 
nothing  serious  will  happen  to  the  next  Indian  linseed- 
crop,  which  does  not  become  available  until  well  into  the 
spring  of  1917.  The  course  of  the  market  for  months  to 
come  will  be  governed  by  the  Argentine  crop,  in  which 
country  shippers  or  holders  of  seed  have  become  much 
more  reticent  in  anticipation  of  increasing  competition 
from  American  and  European  buyers.  It  is  true  that 
prices  have  reached  new  high  records,  but  there  can  be 
no  question  of   any   important  setback  for  some  time, 


some  people  being  apprehensive  of  much  higher  prices 
in  the  near  future.  The  European  crushing-industry  will 
doubtless  soon  have  to  depend  largely  on  Indian  seed 
for  its  existence,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  nothing 
will  go  seriously  amiss  in  that  direction,  as  it  is  hardly 
possible  to  imagine  that  the  North  American  crops  will 
at  the  best  yield  sufficient  to  cover  the  prospective  big 
American  consumption.  Oil-consumers  must  expect  to 
pay  high  prices  with  but  little  prospect  of  relief  in  the 
course  of  next  year,  an  indication  to  that  effect  being 
already  afforded  by  the  substantial  premium  exacted  for 
distant  deliveries. 


Annotations. 


"  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1917. — Every  Colonial  or  foreign 
mail  which  has  left  London  this  month  has  contained 
copies  of  The  Chemist  and  Drue/gist  Diary  for  1917,  our 
forty-ninth  annual  issue.  As  soon;as  all  the  Diaries  for 
Colonial  and  foreign  subscribers  have  been  despatched, 
we  shall  be  able  to  deal  with  the  copies  for  subscribers 
at  home.  The  conditions  of  production  have  been  excep- 
tional this  year,  but  we  are  pleased  to  say  that  all  diffi- 
culties have  been  met  in  spite  of  this  being  war-time. 

•  •  • 

Legislation  by  Ordee  is  one  of  the  effects. of  the  war, 
and  we  have  on  more  than  one  occasion  called  attention 
to  the  matter.  The  Early-closing  Order  made  by  the 
Home  Secretary  is  a  recent  example  of  this  legislation, 
and  the  National  Chamber  of  Trade  in  its  latest  circular 
calls  attention  to  the  objections  to  it.  The  Chamber  prac- 
tically says  that  had  the  House  of  Commons  had  to  decide 
the  hour  of  shop-closing,  it  would  have  chosen  seven  o'clock 
instead  of  eight.  This  is  the  view  of  the  matter  held  out- 
side London,  as  our  weekly  reports  have  shown.  The 
same  circular  discusses  the  Sunday-trading  question,  and 
concludes  with  the  following  remarks  : 

"Two  points  need  to  be  urged  strongly:  first,  that 
separate  legislation  is  needed ;  and,  second,  that  London 
should  be  treated  on  its  own  merits  and  separate  from  the 
rest  of  the  country.  The  Early-closing  Association,  whose 
work  is  almost  wholly  in  the  metropolis,  could  help,  to  bring 
this  reform  about  much  more  quickly  by  settling  the  problem 
as  it  there  exists,  because  both  in  the  last  Shops  Act  and 
in  the  recent  compulsory  Order,  London  influence  was 
unduly  prominent,  and  succeeded  in  half  wrecking  the  one 
and  largely  spoiling  the  other." 

We  Londoners  are  apt  to  forget  this  point  of  view. 
There  is  no  question  that  London  opinion  frequently 
controls  and  decides  Parliamentary  and  Government  de- 
cisions which  are  applicable  to  the  whole  country,  and 
which  a  great  part  of  the  country  does  not  want.  The 
Earlier-closing  Order  is  the  latest  example  of  this. 

•  •  » 

Sugar  for  Pharmacy  has  been  difficult  to  get  lately. 
It  was  one  of  the  things  for  which  we  relied  too  much  on 
Germany  before  the  war,  and  although  we  have  got 
enough  from  other  parts  of  the  world  since,  we  have  been 
somewhat  prodigal  in  its  use.  This  has  been  reflected  by 
"Chemicus,"  the  managing  director  of  "perhaps  the 
largest  firm  in  the  Empire  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
medicinal  chemicals  and  has  been  occupied  in  that  direc- 
tion for  over  a  century,"  who  says  in  "  The  Times  "  : 

"  Among  many  other  products  which  are  considered  neces- 
sary for  the  health  of  the  public  at  home  and  the  armies 
in  the  field  are  such  preparations  as  what  is  vulgarly 
known  as  '  chemical  food  '  and  a  great  variety  of  sugar- 
ccated  tablets  of  quinine  and  other  drugs.  And  yet  for 
a  number  of  weeks  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  a  pound 
of  sugar  for  the  manufacture  of  these  articles." 

He  tells  how  he  was  startled  to  find  hundredweights  of 
confectionery  in  West-end  shops,  and  his  letter  was  pub- 
lished the  same  day  as  a  Parliamentary  Report  in  which 
some  reduction  of  this  use  of  sugar  was  indicated.  The 
remarks  by  "  Chemicus  "  (whose  identity  some  of  our 
readers  may  be  able  to  pierce)  were  followed  up  by  a 
letter  from  Mr.  G.  A.  Tocher,  Secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Committee  for  the  County  of  London,  in  which 
he  said  that  the  matter  "  calls  for  prompt  and  drastic 
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measures."  He  shows  how  pharmacists  of  Great  Britain 
who  have  Insurance  dispensing  to  do  have  for  some  time 
found  it  to  be  practically  impossible  to  get  sugar  to  make 
syrups  and  other  galenicals  ordered  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession. He  tells  how  a  confectioner  got  sixty  bags  of 
sugar  at  a  time  when  the  local  pharmacists  were  unable 
to  get  a  single  pound,  and  he  concludes  with  this  para- 
graph : 

"  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  said  to  be  considering 
the  action  which  is  to  bo  taken  on  behalf  of  the  chemists 
of  the  country,  but  I  realise  that  it  is  important  that  public 
opinion  should  also  be  added  to  any  professional  demands 
for  a  remedy." 

We  daresay  some  attention  will  be  given  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical aspect  of  the  sugar  question.  We  are  a  dreadful 
people  for  consuming  sugar,  but  are  still  far  from  the 
impoverished  sugar  condition  of  our  enemies,  who  are 
makers  of  the  stuff.    This  should  not  be  forgotten.

Select  about  a  dozen  articles,  ranging  from  a  shilling  to 
half  a  guinea  according  to  the  class  of  customers ;  make  sure 
of  your  ability  to  obtain  further  supplies,  then  specialise 
in  them,  making  them  the  bedrock  of  your  Christmas  adver- 
tising. The  manufacturers  will- assist  you  by  supplying 
blocks  for  illustrating  purposes.  Have  a  neatly  printed 
double-page  circular,  good  quality  paper,  the  same  size  as 
your  notepapcr,  describing  each  of  the  twelve  articles,  with 
illustrations  whore  possible.  Obtain  a  sufficient  number  of 
facsimile  typewritten  letters  to  send  one  to  each  of  your 
customers ;  most  towns  have  a  typewriting  and  duplicating 
bureau  where  you  can  obtain  them  at  a  small  cost. 

No  better  opportunity  is  provided  for  a  chemist  to  send 
a  personal  letter  to  each  of  his  customers  than  Christmas- 
time, and  by  this  means  you  can  point  out  the  advantages  of 
buying  locally,  where  an  assortment  of  articles  can  be  had 
on  approval.

My  last  suggestion  is  that  on  Christmas  Eve  all  Christmas 
stock  be  sold  off  at  a  discount  of  10  to  15  per  cent.  Nearly 
all  chemists  find  themselves  with  a  certain  amount  which 
has  to  be  packed  away  until  the  next  year.  This  not  only 
depreciates  in  value,  but  must  also  be  charged  with  interest 
on  capital  locked  up,  and  it  is  much  better  to  clear  it  out 
before  the  demand  is  over.

Keeping  Down  Flies. 

Mr.  C.  G.  Moor,  F.I.C.,  who  is  at  present  a  captain  in  the 
First  London  Sanitary  Company,  read  a  paper  before  the 
Section  on  Epidemiology  and  State  Medicine  of  the  Royal 
Society  of  Medicine  on  "  Army  Sanitation  at  a  Base  Camp." 
This  dealt  with  many  of  the  problems  which  arise  in  con- 
trolling the  sanitary  conditions  of  camps,  such  as  the  steri- 
lisation of  drinking-water,  the  disposal  of  rubbish,  and  the 
control  of  flies.  In  connection  with  the  last-named  subject 
the  following  details  are  given  regarding  the  preparation 
of  fly-wires,  a  matter  upon  which  inquiries  have  been 
addressed  to  us  from  various  war  areas. 

All  the  commercial  fly-papers  are  useful  and  effective, 
but  the  expense  of  using  them  in  effective  numbers  is  great, 
and  the  issue  of  fly-paper  is  never  sufficient  to  employ  freely. 
An  effective  sticky  mixture  can  be  made  on  the  spot,  which 
is  quite  as  effective  as  anything  that  can  be  bought  and 
very  much  cheaper.  It  can  be  applied  to  paper,  string, 
old  tent-ropes,  or  wires.  The  sticky  mixture  (or  "fly- 
glue")  is  prepared  by  painting  a  hot  mixture  of  two  parts 
by  weight  of  powdered  resin  to  one  part  by  weight  of  castor 
oil  on  to  any  suitable  material.  It  requires  a  little  practice 
to  make  the  mixture,  which  is  prepared  by  heating  the 
ingredients  in  an  old  saucepan  or  dixie,  and  stirring  all  the 
timo  with  a  stick.  This  mixture  is  very  stiff  and  tenacious 
when  cold,  but  when  hot  it  is  quite  fluid  like  ordinary 
oil-paint.  As  it  is  difficult  to  carry  about  papers  coated 
•with  the  fly-glue,  it  is  best  to  apply  the  glue  to  wires.  In 
most  camps  there  is  a  quantity  of  wire  to  be  found  which 
comes  on  the  hay-bales.  This  can  be  straightened  out  and 
cut  into  2-ft.  length*.  An  inch  at  one  end  is  bent  so  as 
to  make  it  possible  to  hang  the  wires  on  nails.  The  mix- 
ture can  bo  kept  in  tins  for  weeks  or  months,  but  it  should 
not  be  applied  to  the  wires  or  paper  until  they  are  required 
for  u?e.  The  wires  are  painted  with  the  glue,  and  then 
placed  in  a  bucket  made  out  of  an  old  «resol-drum ;  500 
wires  can  be  easily  carried  by  a  man.  They  are  hung  up 
on  nails  in  latrines,  kitchens,  larders,  and  food-stores ;  in 
a  marquee  they  can  be  hung  on  a  string  stretched  between 
the  two  poles  at  a  distance  of  9  ft.  above  the  ground. 
As  soon  as  they  are  full  of  flies,  or  in  any  case  not  later 
than  two  days,  they  are  replaced  by  fresh  wires,  and  the 
old  ones  are  placed  in  bundles  in  a  low  furnace  and 
burned  off.  They  are  then  ready  to  bo  glued  again,  and 
can  be  used  all  the  season,  and  then  put  in  a  dry  place  for 
the  following  year.  In  a  bell-tent  they  may  be  hung  with 
the  bent  end  hooked  in  each  of  the  three  small  ventilators  ; 
In  this  position  the  sticky  portion  does  not  touch  the  tent, 
nor  the  poles,  nor  the  men's  heads  or  clothes.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  mixture  which  is  attractive  to  flies,  but  they 
like  to  settle  on  anything  which  is  dark  and  narrow,  and 
hanging  down.  Mr.  Moor  experimented  by  adding  to  the 
mixture  honey,  sugar,  a  fresh-fish  flavour,  and  a  stale-fish 
flavour;  but  on  trying  wires  so  prepared  in  rows  alternated 
with  others  coated  with  the  ordinary  mixture,  he  found  the 
ordinary  ones  caught  as  many  flies  as  those  coated  with  a 
flavoured  mixture.  One  man  can  coat  about  8,000  wires  a 
week,  and  the  cost  of  the  resin  and  castor  oil  is  not  more 
than  2s.  a  thousand.      An  advantage   of  the  fly-wire  is 


that  they  do  not  flap  about  in  a  draught  as  fly-papers  do. 
If  it  is  desired  to  apply  the  fly-glue  to  paper,  a  convenient 
plan  is  to  punch  a  hole  in  some  hundreds  of  strips  of 
paper,  the  strips  being  old  newspapers  cut  3  in.  wide, 
and  then  to  lay  a  strip  on  a  board  which  is  6  in.  longer 
and  twice  as  wide  as  the  strips,  and  paint  the  fly-glue 
on  to  the  strip — the  next  strip  is  laid  on  top  and  painted, 
and  so  on.  until  as  many  are  done  as  are  wanted.  Then 
they  are  all  carried  on  the  board  to  the  places  where  they 
are  to  be  put  up,  and  peeled  off  one  at  a  time  and  hung 
on  nails. 


The  Minor. 

How  a  " Corner  for  Students  "  Prize-winner  passed  it  for  £23. 


At  the  time  of  entering  the  drug-trade  I  had  had  a  good 
school  education,  and  had  passed  the  College  of  Preceptors', 
but  unfortunately  had  never  learnt  Latin,  and  I  was 
eighteen  before  I  tried  to  pass  it.  I  failed,  and  several 
attempts  in  the  next  few  years  had  the  same  result.  So 
I  drifted  on,  in  the  course  of  time  married,  and  so  the 
years  passed  away.  In  1913,  when  I  was  nearer  thirty 
than  twenty,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  made  Latin 
optional.  I  at  once  6ent  my  certificate  up,  and  was  regis- 
tered as  a  student. 

In  nearly  every  large  city  and  town  excellent  evening 
classes  are  now  held  for  the  Minor.  I  joined  one  of  these 
in  the  city  wherein  my  work  lay.  The  classes  are  divided 
into  a  four-year  course  as  follows:

and  a  summer  course  in  botany. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  session  I  found  that  I  had 
been  taken  thoroughly  and  carefully  through  the  entire 
syllabus,  having  spent  227  hours  at  chemistry,  151  at  materia 
medica  and  pharmacy,  37  at  physics,  and  117  at  botany ; 
in  fact,  botany,  which  was  my  favourite  subject,  had 
been  taken  up  to  the  Major  standard.  I  therefore  deter- 
mined to  spend  the  summer  in  a  thorough  revision  of  all 
my  notes.  I  also  entered  for  the  "Corner  for  Students" 
competition,  and  succeeded  in  winning  the  first  prize  at 
the  first  attempt.  In  September  I  sent  up  the  fee  for  the 
Minor,  and  proceeded  up  to  Edinburgh  the  day  before  the 
examination,  having  left  work  the  previous  evening.  I 
passed  the  first  day  after  a  severe  time  in  the  practical 
chemistry,  and  a  week  later  passed  the  oral  successfully, 
none  of  the  subjects  giving  me  great  anxiety.  I  found  the 
examination  of  a  high  standard,  but  to  anyone  who  has 
systematically  worked  through  the  syllabus  it  should  not 
present  any  serious  difficulties.  My  total  expenses  were  as 
follows :

The  above  total  for  books  may  seem  low,  but  I  borrowed 
the  well-known  works  of  reference  from  the  shop.  I  also 
won  an  exhibition  of  books  at  the  school  during  the  second 
session.  I  have  been  asked  how  the  teaching  at  a  technical 
school  differs  from  that  given  at  one  of  the  Colleges  of 
Pharmacy.  I  can  only  speak  from  one  standpoint,  of  course, 
but  I  can  emphatically  say  that  a  technical  school  is  no 
use  for'a  man  who  wishes  to  cram.  Only  one  of  the  four 
tutors  I  studied  under  was  a  pharmacist,  so  I  did  not 
get  many  of  the  tips  which  I  believe  are  given  at  some 
colleges.  The  two  chemistry  masters  were  both  B.Sc. 
men,  and  the  botany  tutor  was  the  University  tutor  in  the 
day-time,  so  the  work  was  gone  through  thoroughly.  The 
school,  being  a  Corporation  one,  was  Al  as  regards  appa- 
ratus and  chemicals,  and  the  materia  medica  and  dispens- 
ing course  was  held  in  the  University  medical  school. — ■ 
(100/53.) 
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Terpene  Chemistry. 


Tsakatolos  and  Papaconstantinou  publish  the  results  of 
their  researches  on  the  halogen  derivatives  of  pinene,  and 
also  on  dextrooamphene,  which  have  been  carried  out  in 
the  laboratories  at  Athens  University  ("  Jour.  Pharm.  et 
Chim.,"  1916,  4,  97).  Wallach  described  the  hydrochlorides 
of  pinene  as  being  abnormal  in  their  optical  relations, 
ljevorotatory  pinene  yielding  a  lsevorotatory  hydrochloride, 
while  dextrorotatory  pinene  yields  an  inactive  _  hydro- 
chloride. He  describes  the  hydrobromide  as  possessing  the 
same  anomaly.  I  he  present  authors  have  worked  on 
Greek  turpentine,  which  contains  much  dextrorotatory 
pinene,  u,ing  the  fraction  boiling  at  155°-156°.  Three 
different  oils  were  used  for  the  preparation  of  the  pinene, 
the  following  being  their  characters :

The  pinene  was  converted  into  its  hydrochloride  in  the 
usual  manner,  by  the  action  of  dry  hydrochlpric-acid  gas 
on  the  ice-cold  hydrocarbon.  _  The  resulting  product  was 
then  recrystallised  several  times  from  absolute  alcohol. 
Thre«  specimens  were  made,  and  numerous  recrystallisa- 
tions  from  alcohol,  or  precipitations  by  water,  'yielded 
nine  different  preparations.  The  specific  rotation  of  the 
hydrochloride  ill  alcoholic  solution  was  found  to  vary  from 
+  32.92°  to  +33.43°,  with  a  mean  value  +33.19°.  These 
results  show  that  dextropinene  from  Greek  turpentine  yields 
a  dextrorotatory  hydrochloride,  and  not  an  inactive  one 
as  stated  by  Wallach.  The  value  ascertained  agrees  well 
with  that  obtained  by  Pesci  for  the  lsevorotatory  hydro- 
chloride— namely,  —30.69°.  The  purity  of  the-  specimens 
examined  was  demonstrated  in  various  ways.  Cryoscopic 
measurements  gave  171  to  172  as  the  molecular  weight 
(theory  =  172.5).  The  boiling-point  was  207°  at  750mm. 
pressure.  The  melting-point  was  127°.  Similar  results 
were  obtained  with  three  specimens  of  the  hydrobromide, 
the  specific  rotations  being  between  +32.19°  and  +33.43°, 
or  after  repeated  purifications  all  specimens  gave  +31.31°. 
The  lsevorotatory  modification  has  been  obtained  by  Pesci, 
with  a  value  —27.8°.  The  melting-point  was  80°,  and  the 
molecular-weight  determination  gave  a  value  214.4 
(theory  =  217).  Dextrocampbene  has  not,  according  to  the 
authors,  yet  been  prepared  in  a  pure  state.  Berthelot  has 
recorded  a  specimen  with  a  rotation  +22°,  but  as  the 
Isevorotation  is  more  than  —80°  such  a  specimen  could  only 
have  been  a  mixture.  The  dextrorotatory  pinene  hydro- 
chloride above  described  was  distilled  with  potassium 
phenate,  and  the  distillate  145°  to  170°  collected,  washed 
with  caustic  soda  and  redistilled.  A  fraction  was  obtained 
boiling  constantly  at  157.6°  at  745mm.  pressure,  and  was 
shown  to  be  pure  camphene.  Its  specific  rotation  was  as 
follows:  In  alcohol  +83.5",  in  benzeno  +84.05°,  and  in 
acetone  +83.8°. 


Scientific  Progress. 

Temperatures  under  this  heading  are  on  the  Centigrade  scale. 


Greek  Mustard  Oll.-Tsakatolos  ("  Jour.  Pharm.  Chim./' 
1916,  3,  78)  has  examined  six  samples  of  mustard  grown 
in  different  provinces  in  Greece,  and  finds  them  to  yield  an 
average  of  1.17  per  cent,  of  essential  oil  of  mustard.  He 
states  that  Greek  mustard  is,  after  English  mustard,  the 
richest  in  essential  oil.  The  oil  boils  at  149°-150°  at  763  mm. 
pressure,  and  is  optically  inactive.  Its  specific  gravity 
is  1.019  and  its  refractive  index  1.5370  at  11°.  On  analysis 
it  was  found  to  contain  99.4  per  cent,  of  allyl  isothiocyanate. 
Greek  mustard  oil  is  therefore  of  a  high  degree  of  purity. 

Deodar  Oil.  -  O.  D.  Roberts  has  examined  in  the  Im- 
perial Institute  laboratories  a  sample  of  the  volatile  oil 
from  the  wood  of  Cedrus  Deodara,  Coud.,  which  was  sent 
from  the  Forest  Economist,  and  the  results  are  given  in 
the  "  Journal  of  the  Chemical  Society  "  (1916,  p.  791).  The 
substances  found  were  a  ketone,  C9Hi40,  probably  methyl- 
A3-7J-tetra-hydroacetophenone,  about  2  per  cent.;  a  phenol 
(undetermined),  from  0.07  to  0.4  per  cent.  ;  esters  of  hexoic, 
heptoic,  and  stearic  acids,  from  3  to  12  per  cent.  ;  sequi- 
terpenes  (consisting  chiefly  of  a  (^-sesquiterpene  of  variable 
rotation),  from  50  to  70  per  cent. ;  besides  sesquiterpene 
alcohols,  which  appeared  to  constitute  the  remainder  of 
the  oil,  associated  with  high-boiling,  viscous  decomposi- 
tion-products. 


Associations'  Winter  Session, 


Ealing.— A  meeting  of  the  Ealing  Pharmacists'  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  November  14  at  Buol's  Restaurant,  the 
President  (Mr.  A.  A.  Senior)  in  the  chair.  The  Secretary 
(Mr.  H.  Skinner)  gave  an  account  of  the  various  business 
problems  that  had  arisen  during  the  month,  and  after  some 
questions  had  been  answered,  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Chairman 
of  the  London  Pharmaceutical  Committee,  gave  an  address 
on  some  aspects  of  the  organisation  of  pharmacy.  He  dealt 
with  a  variety  of  points,  and,  disclaiming  any  high- 
flown  solution,  said  he  preferred  to  keep  to  what  in  his 
opinion  is  practical.  Messrs.  Senior,  Skinner,  McKee, 
Weston,  and  Egan  took  part  in  the  discussion,  and  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Melhuish  ended  the  proceedings.  The 
meetings  in  future  are  to  begin  at  8.30. 

Glasgow.— The  Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Chemists' 
Association  inaugurated  its  winter  session  in  the  rooms, 
165  Hill  Street,  Glasgow,  on  November  16,  Mr.  A. 
McMillan  (President)  in  the  chair.  In  his  opening  remarks 
the  Chairman  referred  to  Professor  Stockman's  association 
with  pharmacy,  and  the  addresses  he  had  given  to  their 
Association  and  the  North  British  Branch  in  Edinburgh, 
and  to  his  work  on  diacetyl-morphine,  which  chemical, 
under  the  name  of  "  Heroin,"  was  so  ably  exploited  by 
the  Teutor.s.  The  large  audience  listened  with  great 
pleasure  to  the  address  by  Colonel .  Ralph  '  Stockman, 
R.A.M.C.,  Professor  of  Materia  Medica,  University  of 
Glasgow,  who  gave  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  re- 
view of  the  historical  side  of  pharmacy.  Beginning  with 
the  very  earliest  times,  he  recorded  how  in  the  period  of 
the  second  and  third  centuries  B.C.  the  Romans  had  no 
apothecaries  as  we  know  them.  They  were  merely  sellers 
of  cosmetics,  perfumes,  and  ointments,  and  the  part  of  the 
town  occupied  by  them  was  known  as  the  Vicus  Unguen- 
tarius  (the  ointment  quarter).  The  Arabs  were  credited 
with  producing  the  first  pharmacist,  in  the  year  776,  and 
the  professor  traced  their  influence  through  Italy  and 
Spain  to  France,  Germany,  and  Continental  Europe,  and 
told  how  at  the  request  of  the  King  of  Sweden,  Gustavus, 
a  pharmacist,  came  from  Germany,  and  opened  a 
shop  in  Stockholm  in  1547.  In  dealing  with  the 
pharmacy  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  the  lecturer 
recorded  how  in  the  early  days  of  supervision  the  drugs 
which  were  usually  very  inferior  were  kept  in  the  cellar, 
while  a  specially  selected  Quality  was  kept  upstairs  to  show 
to  the  inspector,  and  these  special-quality  drugs  were  care- 
fully preserved,  and  had  to  do  duty  time,  after  time.  Ho 
outlined  the  activities  of  the  Grocers'  Company  and  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries,  and  after  referring  to  the  _  rise 
of  the  apothecaries  and  their  quarrels  with  the  physicians, 
he  traced  the  evolution  of  the  grocer  (who  in  the  early 
days  was  the  seller  of  drugs)  to  the  druggist,  the  druggist 
to  the  apothecary,  the  barber  to  the  surgeon,  and  empha- 
sised the  fact  that  this  was  accomplished  by  education,  and 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the 
groat  value  of  its  museum  and  library.  He,  however, 
thought  that  pharmacists  should  be  playing  a  more  im- 
portant part  in  this  war  as  regards  the  buying  of  drugs 
and  superintending  dispensaries  in  the  hospitals,  and 
showed  that  even  in  the  war  of  1870  our  arrangements 
compared  very  unfavourably  with  those  of  the  French.  He 
thought  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  might  have  looked' 
further  ahead,  and  arranged  that  these  affairs  would  be 
more  in  the  hands  of  trained  pharmacists  with  expert 
experience,  and  less  in  the  hands  of  Civil  servants.  He 
considered  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  been  hin- 
dered by  its  charter.  A  body  which  has  been  chartered 
and  entrusted  with  duties  that  the  Privy  Council  ha,s  dele- 
gated to  it  acquires  a  certain  amount  of  dignity,  but  it  also 
makes  the  body  very  conservative,  slow  to  move,  to  do 
anything,  or  to  accomplish  anything.  The  President 
proposed  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks,  which  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  W.  L.  Currie,  who,  in  his  remarks, .  re- 
called the  fact  that  Professor  Stockman,  as  a  recognition 
of  the  great  and  good  work  he  had  accomplished,  was 
elected  an  honorary  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
He  recalled  the  fact  that  under  an  old  Statute  the  Faculty 
of  Physicians  of  Glasgow  has  still  the  right  of  inspection 
of  druggists'  shops,  and  this  brought  out  the  fact  that 
Professor  Stockman  had  held  the  office  of  Inspector  of 
Drugs  for  two  years.  Thirty-three  new  members  were  duly 
elected.  A  discussion  arose  regarding  the  sale  of  glycerin, 
and  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  that  while  chemists  are 
refusing  sales  grocers  are  continuing  to  supply  glycerin 
as  usual.  It  was  agreed  to  take  up  the  matter  again  with 
the  Minister  of  Munitions. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Halifax  Chemists'  Asso- 
ciation held  on  November  15,  a  localised  minimum  retail 
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price-list  was  adopted.  A  Benevolent  Fund  collecting-box 
was  used  for  the  first  time.  Insurance  dispensing  topics 
were  afterwards  discussed. 

Harrow.  — A  meeting  of  the  Harrow  Pharmacists'  Asso- 
ciation was  held  at  the  Gayton  Rooms,  Harrow,  on  Novem- 
ber 16.  the  President  (Mr.  Bright)  in  the  chair.  Vigorous 
criticism  of  the  terms  of  pharmaceutical  remuneration  under 
the  National  Insurance  Act  was  indulged  in.  and  a  resolu-  , 
fcion  passed  that  the  Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
foe  requested  to  take  steps  to  negotiate  directly  with  the 
Insurance  Commissioners  next  year  in  regard  to  the  Drug, 
Tariff,  and  also  to  endeavour  to  federate  with  the  other 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  the  country  with  a  view  to 
collective  action. 

Liverpool.- Mr.  William  P.  Evans  (President)  filled  the 
chair  at  the  Association's  fortnightly  meeting  held  at  the 
Royal  Institution,  Colquitt  Street,  on  Wednesday,  Novem- 
ber 22,  there  being  a  good  attendance  to  hear  an  address  by 
Mr.  J.'  P.  Gilmour  on  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Journal."  On 
the  motion  of  Mr.  Lomax.  Dr.  Symes  seconding,  Mr.  Edwin 
Perkins,  Spofforth  Rnad,  was  elected  a  member.  Mr. 
Gilmour's  paper,  which  was  read  in  private  and  was  well 
received,  was  followed  by  questions  and  discussions.  Mr.  L. 
Moreton  Parry  advocated  a  closer  association  between  British 
and  Irish  pharmacists.  Previous  to  the  meeting  the  Council 
gave  a  dinner  at  the  Hotel  St.  George,  the  guests  being 
Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour,  Dr.  Walsh  (ex-President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Ireland),  and  Mr.  William  P.  Evans. 
Among  those  present  were  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry,  Dr. 
Charles  Symes,  Messrs.  John  Bain,  A.  W.  Ashcroft,  W. 
Wellings  (Treasurer),  D.  H.  Evans  (Secretary),  J.  L.  Hirst, 
G.  F.  Kennedy,  Harold  Lomax,  W.  F.  Laycock,  and  W.  H. 
Clubb  (Chairman  Pharmaceutical  Insurance  Committee). 
Manv  members  of  the  Association  have  signed  during  the 
last  two  weeks  the  visitors'  book  of  the  Lord  Mayor  (Mr. 
Max  Muspratt)  at  the  Town  Hall. 

loodon  Co.— The  Executive  Committee  of  the  London 
•County  Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  November  21,  Mr.  A.  H. 
Jenkin  (President)  in  the  chair.  Mr.  A.  R.  Keith  was  con- 
gratulated on  his  election  to  the  Council  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association.  The  Secretary  presented  the 
correspondence  received  since  the  last  meeting,  after  which 
the  report  of  the  Organisation  Sub-Committee  was  adopted. 
This  dealt  with  the  following  subject.; :  (a)  Trade  problems; 
<6)  topics  for  simultaneous  discussion  at  District  Associa- 
tion meetings;  (c)  minimum  price-list  and  surplus  stock; 
<(Z)  sale  of  scheduled  poisons ;  {ind  (e)  federation  of  local 
areas.  The  recommendation  under  (f)  is  to  be  considered 
at  the  next  meeting. 

London  (S.W.).— A  meeting  of  the  South- West  London 
Pharmacists'  Association  was  held  on  November  14,  at 
which  Mr.  G.  F.  Corrall  gave  an  address  on  "  Co-operative 
Buying."  His  views  and  remarks  on  the  subject  were 
listened  to  with  interest,  and  it  was  felt  that  much  might 
be  done  on  these  lines  were  ft  possible  to  break  through 
the  barrier  of  smallmindedness  so  frequently  met  with 
in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy. 

Plymouth.— A  joint  meeting  of  the  Plymouth  Association 
of  Pharmacists  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  was 
held  last  month  to  hear  an  address  by  Mr.  Mallinson  on 
prescription-checking. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion was  held  on  November  2,  Mr.  F.  J.  Barge  in  the  chair, 
when  the  new  Committee  was  elected.  This  met  on  Novem- 
ber 9,  when  Mr.  F.  Maitland  was  elected  President,  Mr. 
C.  J.  Park  Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  Hodge  Treasurer,  and 
Mr.  A.  Downing  Secretary.  It  was  decided  to  have  the 
prescription-pricing  in  the  area  checked  by  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Bureau. 

Portsmouth.— The  Portsmouth  Pharmacists'  Association 
Sield  its  monthly  meeting  on  November  14,  Mr.  T.  Postle- 
thwaite  presiding.  Complaint  was  raised  against  the  manu- 
facturers of  a  well-known  brand  of  tooth-paste,  who  are 
supplying  local  canteens  and  messmen  with  a  6.7.  line  while 
the  Is.  size  is  the  smallest  the  trade  can  handle.  The 
Secretary's  communications  to  the  firm  on  the  matter  were 
endorsed.  Mr.  Brewis  suegested  the  mutual  insurance  or 
protection  against  difficulties  under  the  new  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  clause  of  the  Insurance  agreement.  The  meet- 
ing, however,  considered  that  this  could  be  left  to  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association,  and  advised  the  local  repre- 
sentative of  that  bodv  to  "  ropo  in  "  the  remaining  non- 
members  in  the  borough.  The  suggested  adoption  of  a 
retail  price-list  was  not  proceeded  with. 

Southend-on-Sea.—  A  meeting  of  the  Southend-on-Sea 
Association  of  Pharmacists  was  held  on  November  16.  Mr. 
S.  F.  Body  (President)  in  the  chair.  A  discussion  on  "  The 
Status   of  a    Pharmacist    from  his   Own  and   the  Public 


Standpoint  "  was  opened  by  Mr.  R.  H.  Shields,  who  gave 
a  general  review  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  average 
pharmacist  exists ;  while  Mr..  W.  S.  Jerome,  honorary 
solicitor  to  the  Association,  in  stating  the  case  for  the 
public,  gave  the  outsider's  view  of  pharmacists'  methods 
of  conducting  business,  and  showed  how,  in  his  opinion, 
these  methods  might  be  altered  somewhat  to  advantage. 
Other  members  joined  in  the  discussion,  and  a  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  to  Messrs.  Shields  and  Jerome. 

West  Ham.— A  meeting  of  the  West  Ham,  East  Ham, 
and  Metropolitan  Essex  Association  of  Pharmacists  was 
held  at  Earlham  Hall,  Forest  Gate.  E..  on  November-  15. 
It  was  agreed  to  continue  the  work  of  the  minimum  price- 
list  and  obtain  signatures  to  an  agreement  not  to  cut 
prices  from  all  members.  Members  were  asked  to  bring 
cases  of  infringement  of  the  General  Shops  Closing  Order 
to  the  notice  of  the  Hon.  Secretary.  A  Benevolent  Fund 
collecting-box  was  used  at  the  meeting  for  the  first  time. 
A  whist>drivo  is  to  be  held,  at  which  a  special  appeal 
is  to  be  made  for  the  Orphan  Fund.  A  Sub-Committee 
was  appointed  to  -deal  with  the  question  of  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Committee  on  Venereal  Diseases  as 
these  affect  pharmacists.

A  Record  of  matters  concerning  Chemists'  interests  in  the  National 
Health  Insurance  Acts. 


Reports  from  Local  Centres. 
snrcuLA.xrs. 

Derby.— The  question  of  excessivo  prescribing  was  re- 
ported upon  by  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  at  a, 
meeting  of  the  Derbyshire  Insurance  Committee  at  Derby 
on  November  20.  Correspondence  had  been  received  in 
reference  to  the  scrutiny  for  the  year  1914  and  for  Novem- 
ber 1915,  but  the  Panel  Committee  were  not  in  a  position 
to  make  their  final  recommendations.  A  letter  was  also 
read  from  the  Commissioners,  calling  attention  to  pre- 
scriptions given  for  the  year  1914  by  doctors  having  no 
patients  on  their  lists  for  whom  such  prescriptions  should 
be.  given,  and  the  necessary  investigation  was  authorised.- 
The  Panel  Committee  having  forwarded  a  resolution  re- 
gretting that  the  panel  doctors  were  hampered  in  prescribing 
drugs  most  suitable  for  their  patients  because  such  medi- 
cines might  be  considered  extravagant  and  liable  to  sur- 
charge, the  Sub-Committee  decided  to  reply  that  it  was 
desired  that  doctors  should  always  take  such  action  as 
would  provide  the  best  treatment  possible  for  their  panel 
patients.  The  report  was  adopted.  The  Committee  re- 
ferred to  the  Joint  Services  Committee  a  complaint  by  a 
chemist  that  a  number  of  his  customers  had  received 
from  a  doctor  prescriptions  designated  by_  a  title  not  in- 
cluded in  the  local  Formulary  nor  authorised  in  the  stock 
mixtures  approved  by  the  Commissioners,  and  that  par- 
ticulars of  such  private  formula  had  not  been  furnished  to 
him  to  enable  him,  if  willing,  to  supply  medicines  accord- 
ing to  such  scripts;  further,  that  the  doctor  had  sent  tho 
chemist's  customers  to  another  chemist.  A  scheme  drawn 
up  by  the  Panel  Committee,  defining  tho  areas  of  the 
county  in  which  charges,  varying  from  Is.  to  2s.  6d.  per 
hundred  insured  persons,  should  be  allowed  in  respect  of 
emergency  clressings  and  appliances  supnlied  by  doctors, 
was  approved.  In  the  course  of  a  discussion  on  the  1914-15 
settlements,  it  was  stated  that  the  amount  due  to  chemists 
was  730?.,  and  from  chemists  20?.  Mr.  C.  W.  Ridyard 
pointed  out  that  40?.  had  been  knocked  off  one  chemist's 
account,  and  that  in  another  case  there  was  a  discount  of 
227?..  which  he  contrasted  with  the  payment  in  full  made 
in  Middlesex  and  of  95  per  cent,  in  Essex. 

Essex  .  Reference  has  been  made  to  the  revised  edition 
of  the  Formularv  which  was  issued  to  chemists  and  doctors 
recently  (C.  A  P>..  November  18,  p.  50).  The  arrangement 
is  now  alphabetical,  and  it  is  stated  that  "one  or  two  titles 
have  been  altered  for  brevity  or  convenience."  There  are 
formulfe  for  twontv-nine  mistura?  and  two  lotiones.  At  the 
end  ten  "  C.  L."  stock  mixtures  are  given.  Essex  for- 
mula; are  to  bo  indicated  by  tho  -addition  of  "  Ex."  to  the 
title.  In  regard  to  the  reduced  dispensing-fee  for  "  C.  L.  ' 
mixtures,  the  Preface  states  that  the  saving  of  0.5(Z.  on  a 
million  prescriptions  equals  2.083?. 

Leeds.— At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
November  16.  allusion  was  made  to  Press  statements  regard- 
ing the  inferior  quality  of  drugs  supplied  to  insured,  per- 
sons. Mr.  G.  F.  Kellv.  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Benefit 
Sub-Committee,  said  tho  complaints  contained  a  great  deal 
of  truth.    It  is  the  fault  of  the  Government  in  not  finding 
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sufficient  money.  The  Clerk  (Mr.  J.  A.  Atkinson)  said 
under  the  revised  conditions  of  service  which  corn©  into 
forco  next  yea-r  the  Committee  will  be  able  to  test  the 
drugs  supplied.  Already  arrangements  are  being  made 
with  the  medical  officer  of  health  to  put  the  regulation 
into  operation.  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargeant,  representing 
the  chemists,  said  there  had  been  no  suggestion  that 
chemists  did  not  supply  drugs  as  ordered  in  the  prescrip- 
tions. 

London.-  A  meeting  of  the  Insuranpe  Committee  was 
held  on  November  23.  The  report  of  the  Finance  Sub- 
Committee  recommended  that  legal  assistance  be  obtained 
with  a  view  to  the  recovery  of  sums  overpaid  to  panel 
doctors,  which  some  of  these  practitioners  refuse  to  give 
up.  The  report  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee 
stated  that  Cave,  Austin  &  Co.,  164  Rushey  Green,  Catford, 
S.E.,  had  withdrawn,  from  the  chemists'  panel.  In  regard 
to  the  new  agreements  with  chemists  for  1917,  the  view  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committes  was  agreed  to^that  the  Sale 
of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  clause  would  act  unfairly  in  the 
case  of  stock  mixtures,  where  the  keeping  properties  of 
several  of  the  ingredients  are  extremely  doubtful.  The 
Sub-Committee  state  that  these  views  are  reasonable,  and 
are  to  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners.  The  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee  reported  a  case  where  a  panel  doctor 
exhibited  a  notice  in  his  waiting-room  to  the  effect  that 
insured  persons  can  have  their  medicines  dispensed  at  his 
surgery  at  a  nominal  charge.  As  the  practitioner  referred 
to  refused  to  discontinue  the  exhibition  of  this  notice,  the 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Medical  Service  Sub-Committee, 
which  has  since  recommended  that  the  medical  man  be 
asked  to  discontinue  the  practice.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Committee-  susgested.  in  regard  to  the  Early-closing  Order 
made  under  the  Defence  of  the  Realm  Act,  that  doctors 
should  mark  those  proscriptions  "  Urgent  "  which  require 
to  be  dispensed  forthwith,  and  that  all  prescriptions  not 
so  marked  be  allowed  to  remain  over  until  the 
following  morning.  The  matter  is  being  considered  by  the 
Panel  Committee.  It  was  decided  that  a  revised  edition 
of  the  London  Insurance  Pharmacopoeia  be  issued,  and  that 
the  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  appoint  two  members 
to  confer  with  the  representatives  of  the  Panel  and  Phar- 
maceutical Committees  in  connection  with  the  preparation 
of  the  work. 

Middlesex.  — The  Formulary  which  has  been  distributed 
by  the  Panel  Committee  (see  C.  cfc  D.,  November  18,  p.  50) 
contains  formulee  for  thirty-nine  misturse,  two  gargaris- 
mata,  one  injectio,  two  linctus,  three  lotiones,  one  pilula, 
and  one  unguentum.  The  quantities  of  the  mixtures  are 
given  for  one  dose  and  for  8  oz.  "  Mx."  has  to  be  affixed 
to  the  titles  when  ordering.  The  "  C.  L."  formula?  are 
indicated  by  an  asterisk.  The  "  Hints  to  Prescribes  "  at 
the  commencement  gives  a  "list  of  preparations  for  which 
there  are  more  economical  equivalents."  The  compiler  of 
the  list  appears  to  have  hazy  ideas  on  the  subject  of  pro- 
prietary names. 

Southampton.—  A  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
was  held  on  November  13,  when  a  communication  was  con- 
sidered from  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  regarding  the 
new  closing  order.  It  was  suggested  that  the  hour  men- 
tioned in  the  dispensing  contracts  should  be  changed  from 
8.30  to  8  p.m.  The  Clerk  had  telegraphed  to  the  Commis- 
sioners, and  had  been  informed  that  they  "did  not  see  any 
need  for  modifying  the  dispensing-hours."  The  Chairman 
(Councillor  T.  Lewis)  said  the  closing  'order  did  not  apply 
to  dispensing  chemists.  While  in  sympathy  with  the  desires 
of  the  chemists,  the  convenience  of' the  insured  persons  must 
be  considered. 

Southend-on-Sea.-  Mr.  S.  F.  Body  presided  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  on. November  16.  The 
Secretary  read  the  report  of  the  Central  Checking  Bureau 
with  reference  to  the  pricing  of  the  prescriptions  for  Febru- 
ary-July, which  showed  that  a  high  standard  of  accuracy 
has  been  reached  by  the  Pricing  Bureau. 

Stafford shire.—  At  the  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee on  November  4,  the  Clerk  reported  that  the  Commis- 
sioners had  upheld  the  decision  to  surcharge  a  panel  doctor 
751,  for  excessive  prescribing.  In  the  report  of  the  Pre- 
scription-pricing Bureau  it  was  estimated  that  in  future 
it  would  cost  lis.  to  lis.  6r7.  to  cover  the  administrative 
expenses  of  the  Bureau.  A  discussion  afterwards  took 
place  regarding  the  decision  of  the  Medical  Benefit  Com- 
mittee to  adopt  stock  mixtures.  Mr.  Garland  pointed  out 
that  there  could  not  be  uniformity  in  the  composition  of 
stock- mixtures  containing  insoluble' ingredients.  Mr.  Brown 
characterised  the  medical  treatment  as  "  scurvy,"  and  said 
that  insured  persons  are  to  have  the  worst  type  of  medi- 
cine. It  may  bo  tolerated  in  war-time,  but  after  the  war 
any  representative  who  tolerated  the  present  state  of  affairs 


would  be  unfit  to  speak  on  behalf  of  insured  persons.  Dr. 
Bull  said  the  suggestion  of  stock  mixtures  came  from  the 
Commissioners,  and  he  objected  to  the  suggestion  that 
doctors  were  not  acting  loyally  to  insured  persons.  Dr. 
Mackenzie  said  that  stock  mixtures  were  customary  in 
medical  institutions  and  hospitals,  and  that  he  had  used 
them  in  his  practice  for  thirty-two  years,  Mr.  Shaw 
objected  to  "the  patronising  tone  of  doctors  to  laymen. 
Mrs.  Pardoe  said  the  day  has  gone  when  a  doctor  was 
looked  on  as  an  angel  of  mercy  with  a  halo  round  his  head. 
(Laughter.)  Doctors  are  business  men,  and  give  so  much 
for  the  money  they  receive  and  nothing  more — perhaps  a 
little  lees.  It  was  the  abuse  of  stock  mixtures  that  was 
objected  to.  Air.  Garland  compared  stock  mixtures  to 
ready-made  clothes.  It  was  decided  to  enter  a  protest 
against  the  use  of  stock  mixtures,  and  to  request  the  Com- 
missioners to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  reasons  which 
influenced  them  in  recommending  stock  mixtures. 

SCOT1AHD. 
Edinburgh.— The  Medical  Benefit  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  have  recommended  payment  of  587. 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  in  respect  of  their  ad- 
ministrative expenses  for  1916.  The  Special  Sub-Committee 
reported  having  considered  the  reports  by  the  Checking 
Bureau  on  prescriptions  dispensed  in  the  Edinburgh  area  for 
May,  June,  and  July.  The  pharmaceutical  representatives 
stated  that  in  spite  of  the  remarks  by  the  Bureau,  they 
could  not  definitely  say  whether  there  were  any  cases  of 
excessive  or  extravagant  prescribing,  and  it  was  decided 
to  submit  the  reports  to  the  Sub-Committee  again.  It  was 
resolved  that  in  the  case  of  proprietaries  prescribed  since 
Juno  15,  the  nearest  equivalent,  as  decided  by  the  Bureau, 
should  be  paid  for.  The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  issue  ai 
circular  to  doctors,  specifying  certain  proprietaries  which 
are  still  being  prescribed,  and  again  drawing  their  atten- 
tion tb'  the  necessity  in  all  cases  of  using  the  "  official  " 
or  "  officinal  "  names.  The  reports  from  the  Bureau  were  ap- 
proved. A  prescription  granted  for,  inter  alia,  1  lb.  cotton- 
wool, along  with  the  "  B  "  and  "  C  "  forms,  was  examined. 
The  "  A  "  form  had  been  altered  to  read  "  2  lb.,"  and  tho 
chemist  had  drawn  the  attention  of  the  Clerk  to  this  when 
he  discovered  the  alteration.  It  was  decided  that  the 
chemist  should  be  paid  for  the  2  lb.  supplied,  and  that 
the  man's  explanation  should  be  obtained  and  submitted 
to  the  Sub-Committee.  Two  ni-eseription-fo-rms  forwarded 
from  the  Bureau  were  considered.  One  was  unsigned,  and 
the  signature  of  the  doctor  could  not  be  obtained  owing-  to 
his  death.  It  was  decided  that  the  form  should  be  priced. 
In  the  other,  two  rubber  bandages  had  been  priced  by  the 
chemist  at  4s.  7(7..  but.  no  length  or  breadth  having  been 
stated,  the  form  had  been  returned  to  him.  The  Tariff 
price  for  the  size  then  stated  amounts  to  7s.  8d.,  but  the 
Committee  decided  that  he  should  be  paid  4s.  Id.,  the 
amount  originally  claimed.  Pavments  to  chemists  for 
Seotember.  being  90  per  cent,  of  accounts  rendered  and 
balance  for  Julv.  amounted  to  353?.  9s.  4(7.  Air.  George 
Findlav.  329  Leith  Walk,  and  Mr.  A.  J.  Clark,  94  Morning- 
side  Road,  resigned  from  the  che'mists'  panel.  Payments 
to  chemists  for  October  amounted  to  3587.  19s.  9c7.

December  1  {i.e.  Friday  of  next  week)  is  the  last  day 
that  Insurance  Committees  receive  notice  in  writing  from 
medical  practitioners,  panel  chemists,  and  other  medicine 
and  appliance  contractors  of  their  desire  to  terminate  their 
agreements  at  the  end  of  1916. 

The  November  Tariff,  issued  by  the  National  Insurance 
Commissioners  (Eneland),  embodies  the  following  alterations 
in  prices  of  war-affected  drugs  :

Discharged  Soldiers.— The  Insurance  Commissioners  for 
England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Wales  have  issued  a 
circular  to  Approved  Societies  regarding  the  continued  pay- 
ment of  Sickness  or  Disablement  Benefit  to  those  who  have 
become  permanently  incapable  cf  following  their  ordinary 
occupation,  with  particular  reference  to  the  case  of  soldiers 
discharged  with  pensions.  The'  view  is  taken  that  an 
insured  person  who,  though  incapable  of  following  his  ordi- 
nary occupation,  is  yet  physically  capable  of  doing  work 
of  some  kind  cannot  be  regarded  'as  incapable  of  work, 
and  so  satisfying  the  statutory  requirement  for  Sickness  or 
Disablement  Benefit,  if  such  work  is  reasonably  available 
to  him,  due  regard  being  had  to  his  training,  aptitude,  or 
other  circumstances:  but  if,  on  the  contrary,  such  work  is 
not  reasonably  available,  he  should  be  considered  as  in- 
capable of  work;  The  circular  then  goes  on  to  apply  this 
definition  to  discharged  sailors  and  soldiers,  and  to  explain 
when  Societies  should  get  in  touch  with  Pension  Authorities. 


Germans  in  Mincing  Lane. 


In  tha  course  of  an  article  dealing  with  the  position  of 
X3erman  banks  and  enemy  trading  in  the  City,  "  The 
Times"  says:  "At  the  London  Commercial  Sale  Rooms, 
Mincing  Lane,  the  enemy  question  has  been  dealt  with 
temporarily,  for  apparently  the  directors  have  not  gone 
beyond  asking  all  the  members  of  German  or  Austrian 
birth,  denationalised  as  well  as  naturalised,  to  cease  using 
the  Rooms  as  from  June  9  last.  The  request  does  not  apply 
to  those  having  sons  serving  in  his  Majesty's  Forces.  Before 
the  war  the  German  element  was  so  strong  in  Mincing  Lane 
that  whole  trades  were  in  the  hands  of  Germans,  who 
derived  great  assistance  from  the  German  banks  in  London. 
The  German  members  do  not  now  frequent  the  Rooms,  and 
among  the  British  members  there  is  a  strong  feeling  that 
the  question  of  alien  membership  after  the  war  ought  to  be 
disposed  of  during  the  war.  Nothing  seems  to  have  been 
settled  as  to  the  future  of  the  large  number  of  German 
business  men  who  are  now  interned  in  this  country.  The 
British  firms  certainly  do  not  want  to  see  them  back  again 
working  to  undermine  British  trade  at  the  heart  of  the 
Empire."

I  read  the  third  item  as  Syr.  Cort.  Aurantii  3ss.  The  first 
part  of  the  last  word  closely  resembles  "  Limonis," 
but  the  prescriber's  pen  would  not  likely  run.  so  high  with 
the  final  "s";  moreover,  the  "Acid  Syrup"  would  not  be 
chemically  compatible,  though  therapeutically  so,  with  the 
ingredient  Sod.  Bicarb.  L.  P.  S.  I.  (136/7). 

Mr.  S.  H.  Bolton  (Bradford),  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Pearson 
(Woolston),  Mr.  J.  Young  (North  .Berwick),  and  others 
agree  with  Mr.  Garton  as  to  the  third  item  being  aq.  flor. 
aurant.  ad  3ij.  This  is  what  Mr.  Savage  made  the  item, 
and  he  points  out  that  it  was  less  clear  in  the  original 
than  in  our  photo-engraved  reproduction.  One  correspon- 
dent (138/30)  gives  aq.  flor.  rosse  as  the  item,  and  another 
(138/96)  gives  inf.  anthemid.,  while  a  third  (140/2)  ventures 
on  aq.  menth.  virid.  We  thank  all  for  their  solutions,  and 
Mr.  Savage  joins  "with  us. 

Remuneration  for  Insurance  Dispensing. 

Sir, — On  reading  your  report  of  the  Leeds  Association 
meeting  it  is  amazing  to  find  one  of  the  leaders  of  phar- 
macy attempting  to  prove  that,  after  all,  the  Scotch 
chemists  are  not  really  better  off  than  they  are  in  England, 
and  the  inevitable  conclusion  one  arrives  at  is  that  they 
recognise  the  absolute  necessity  of  doing  something  to 
placate  the  English  chemists  and  reconcile  them  to  a 
method  of  remuneration  which  Mr.  Sargoant  himself  de- 
scribes as  being  based  "  on  the  sorry  foundation  of  a 
series  of  mathematical  gymnastics."  The  Scotch  chemists 
are  not  content,  because  their  stated  case  for  better  re- 
muneration is  still,  owing  to  the  incidence  of  the  war, 
■unanswered ;  nevertheless,  they  are  satisfied  that  their 
remuneration  is  greater  than  it  could  possibly  be  under 
the  English  system.  The  Scotch  chemist,  with  the  canny 
prudence  of  the  race,  decided  as  a  commonsense  business 
proposition  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  a  method  of  pricing 
which  could  not  be  readily  checked,  and  which  required 
elaborate  charts,  specific-gravity  tables,  etc.,  and  his 
leaders  have  demonstrated  to  his  entire  satisfaction  that  to 
substitute  a  price  which  might  be  as  small  .as  a  hundredth 
part  of  a  penny  for  the  minimum  halfpenny  is  not  in 
accordance  with  Scotch  ideas  of  adequate  remuneration, 
and  such  a  Tariff  is  too  theoretical  to  be  commercial.  Mr. 
Sargeant  appears  to  infer  that  the  forty  typical  Scotch 
prescriptions  are  not  sufficient  on  which  to  base  the  state- 
ment that  the  proposed  Drug  Tariff  yields  a  return  of  almost 
23  per  cent,  less,  and  in  this  connection  I  wotdd  point  out 
that  in  Vol.  I.,  Appendix  II.,  of  the  ReDort  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  the  ratio  of  the  medicaments,  which  is 
based  on  many  thousands  of  prescriptions,  entirely  agrees 
with  the  forty  typical  prescriptions.  Scotch  chemists 
have  always  contended  that  the  prescribing  habits  and 
methods  in  Scotland  are  on  a  higher  level  than  in  England, 


and  Mr.  Sargeant's  examples  of  the  "  three  batches  of  pre- 
scriptions which  were  taken  haphazard  as  to  number  and 
area"  prove  this  to  the  hilt.  Let  us  look  at  these  inter- 
esting prescriptions  for  a  moment  and  see  what  they  teach 
us  It  proves  the  weakness  of  the  comparison  when  it 
requires  the  aid  of  the  0.3(7.  (or  6|  per  cent.)  additional 
establishment-charge  to  bolster  it  up,  because,  after  all, 
Mr.  Roberts  has  told  us  in  unmistakable  language  that  the 
inadequacy  of  the  0.8(7.  in  normal  times  has  not  been 
proved,  and  that  the  0.3(7.  is  only  a  war-time  concession. 
For  that  reason,  and  because  also  the  Scotch  chemists'  case 
was  made  out  on  the  0.8(7.  establishment-charge  basis,  I 
will  purposely  leave  it  out  of  account  in  making  my  com- 
parisons.

Ill  a  chart  prepared  by  Mr.  A.  B.  Gilmour,  of  the  Central 
Checking  Bureau,  and  published  in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  22, 
1916,  p.  480,  it  was  shown  that  in  Scotland  the  average 
price  per  form  for  the  year  1915  was  9.74(7.,  so  that 
it  would  be  decidedly  unfair  as  between  chemist  and 
chemist  that  the  establishment-charge  would  be  the  same 
on  the  5.49<7.  prescription  in  England  as  on  the  9.74(7. 
prescription  in  Scotland;  further,  Mr.  Vivian's  theory 
was  to  have  a  system  which  would  be  equitable  as  between 
chemist  and  chemist,  yet  this  very  system  would  be  grossly 
unfair  to  the  Scotch  as  compared  with  the  English  panel 
chemist.  It  has  been  proved  that  of  the  total  amount  paid 
to  the  Scotch  chemist  25  per  cent,  was  for  dispensing-fees. 
Commencing  with  33i  per  cent,  profit,  to  which  has  to  be 
added  the  increased  rate  on  smaller  quantities,  together 
with  the  incidence  of  the  minimum  halfpenny,  the  profit 
on  drugs  is  probably  40  per  cent.,  and  you  thus  have  the 
following  contrast:

Having  regard  to  the  fact  that  no  stock  mixtures  are 
included  in  the  551  scripts  referred  to,  and  bearing  in 
mind  that  the  dispensing-fee  for  these  is  less  than  for 
extemporaneously  prepared  mixtures,  and  the  frequency 
with  which  stock  mixtures  are  prescribed  in  some  English 
areas,  these  scripts  cannot  be  accepted  as  typical  English 
prescriptions  under  the  National  Insurance  Act.  The  tone 
of  conviction  that  under  the  old  Tariff  a  discount  of  15  per 
cent,  is  almost  certain  is  most  humiliating,  especially  when 
you  consider  that  the  cost  per  script  is  so  low.  Unjust  as 
the  discounting  clause  is  of  itself,  at  the  same  time  the 
Scotch  chemists  are  convinced  that  with  efficiency  and 
economy  an  adequate  pharmacy  service  can  be  maintained 
within  the  available  resources.  If  Scotland  can  do  that  on 
scripts  costing  9.74(7.,  and  England  is  unable  to  do  it  on 
scripts  costing  4.96(7.,  then  there  must  be  great  divergence 
between  the  prescribing  habits  in  the  two  countries.  Before 
discounting  could  occur  in  England  with  scripts  at  4.96(7. 
each  insured  person  would  require  to  have  five  scripts. 
In  Scotland  the  average  frequency  of  prescribing  per  in- 
sured person  per  annum  is  approximately  two  scripts.  I 
have  no  doubt  that  the  difficulty  arising  from  discounting 
under  the  old  Tariff  could  have  been  solved  satisfactorily 
by  a  Departmental  Inquiry  into  the  prescribing  habits  of  the 
practitioners  rather  than  into  the  cost  of  drugs.

He  blamed 
him  for  "  grousing,"  and  for  that  most  fatal  of  all  errors, 
indifference,  which  appears  to  be  specially  developed 
among  pharmacists.  They  seem  to  go  (sometimes)  to  their 
Association's  meetings,  vote  with  the  majority,  and  pass 
into  indifference  again  as  they  leave  the  room.  They  live, 
and  move,    and  have  their  being  in   indifference.  The

speaker  drew  attention  to  the  need  for  a  revival  of  interest 
at  the  present  time,  when  affiliation  looms  large  in  the  air, 
and  warned  his  hearers  (of  whom  there  were  only  nine, 
mirabile  dictu  !)  that  there  are  mutterings  cf  a  storm  for 
us  in  the  future;  also  that  we  are  drifting  towards  a 
great  change,  so  far  as  the  working  of  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Act  is  concerned,  which,  it  is  quite  possible, 
will  entirely  leave  the  pharmacist  cut  in  the  cold.  The 
menace  of  this  change  occupies  the  minds  of  those  leaders 
in  our  trade  who  really  think,  and  see,  and  wish  to  act. 
He  agreed  that  while  this  war  is  raging  it  would  be  un- 
patriotic to  put  trouble  in  the  way  of  an  already  over- 
worked Government,  but  surely  while  we  kre  waiting  for 
peace  why  should  not  pharmacists  be  getting  their  muni- 
tions ready  and  their  generals  appointed,  and  the  rank-and- 
file  of  pharmacy  start  to  drill,  organise,  co-ordinate,  and 
form  a  great,  living,  powerful  force  ?  Then  we  should 
be  able  to  ask  gently  but  firmly  for  what  we  want— and 
get  it.  Take  an  example  by  way  of  illustration.  If  a  town 
has  some  grievances  which  it  desires  to  be  righted,  what 
chance  would  there  be  for  a  private  individual  to  write 
to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  asked  for  redress? 
His  complaint  would  slide,  into  the  waste-paper  basket: 
but  if  the  ratepayers  called  a  town's  meeting  and  passed 
a  well-carried  resolution,  a  petition  of  this  kind  would 
have  very  careful  consideration,  and  the  greatest  probability 
of  resulting  in  redress,  simply  through  organisation  and 
unity.  There  could  be  no  greater  evidence  of  the  absolute 
lack  of  organisation  than  the  way  in  which  the  members 
of  our  trade  are  quietly  agreeing  to  go  on  the  panel  for 
1917.  although  in  their  hearts  there  is  not  one  pharmacist 
in  England  who  will  consent  without  indignant  (although 
suppressed)  dissent.  It  is  the  cleft  stick  with  a  vengeance. 
If  the  pharmacist  does  not  go  on,  someone  else  will  do  the 
work,  and  if  he  docs  he'll  wish  all  the  year  he  hadn't. 
The  doctors  and  the  Scottish  pharmacists  have  put  their 
feet  down.  Why,  oh  !  why  have  not  the  Englishmen  fol- 
lowed suit?  Now  is  the  season  of  our  discontent,  and  in 
discontent,  and  that  only,  is  to  be  found  the  true  secret 
of  progress  and  upward  development  in  pharmacy.  If 
we  have  no  grievance  let  us  drop  the  whole  subject;  if  we 
have  one  let  us  unite  and  mend  it.  Finally,  let  us  set  to 
work  and  do  it  now.  Youre  faithfully,

Venereal  Diseases. 

Sir, — As  a  pharmacist  and  paterfamilias  I  very  heartily 
welcome  "  Xrayser's  "  pronouncement  on  this  matter.  Our 
experience  appears  to  be  very  similar;  indeed,  for  my 
part,  I  could  write  a  book  on  various  aspects  of  the  ques- 
tion. Some  journals  and  papers  appear  to  think  that  any 
sort  of  treatment  of  the  question— isolation,  tabulation,  etc. 
—is  to  be  very  difficult.  I  do  not  know  why.  But  I  should 
s-ay  that  with  something  like  five  or  six  millions  of  soldiers 
enrolled  for  service  a  very  good  beginning  might  be  made. 
Since  the  war  started  I  have  had  to  do  with  many  units, 
from  the  raw  recruit  upwards,  and  to  judge  by  the  prescrip- 
tions and  order-book  many  of  the  men,  officers,  noncoms., 
and  privates  alike,  are  in  the  throes  of  gonorrhoea  more  or 
less  all  the  time.  I  have  pested  the  usual  medicines  to  all 
sorts  of  places,  and  it  requires  little  imagination  to  con- 
ceive of  the  unpleasantness  of  sandalwood  oil  and  balsam 
m  the  trenches,  training  camps,  hospitals,  and  convalescent 
homes.  It  seems  to  me  that  all  the  way  through  the-5e 
cases  might  be  traced,  kept  in  sight,  and  dealt  with 
promptly  and  properly.

Wholesalers'  Invoices. 

Chemist  and  Optician  (133/33)  suggests  that  wholesale 
vendors  of  proprietary  articles  should  have  their  invoice 
forms  printed  in  such  a  way  that,  columns  may  be  provided 
for  minimum  retail  prices  or  P.A.T.A.  prices,  as  well  as 
the  prices  charged  by  them.  This,  he  points  out,  would 
save  the  buyer,  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  others  concerned  a  great 
deal  of  trouble,  while  the  goods  could  be  marked  direct 
from  the  invoice. 

.    "    Seccotine  (?)  Tablets. 

"  During  the  past  week  or  so  quite  a  demand  has  sprung 
up  for  saccharin  tablets  owing  to  the  shortage  of  sugar. 
The  grocers  here  do  not  seem  to  be  organised  at  all,  or 
to  be  working  together  to  smooth  the  difficulty.  Customers 
must  buy  so  much  grocery  (which  does  not  include  for  this 
purpose  bacon   or  cheese)  before  they  can  purchase  any 


sugar;  but  the  amount  .to  be  spent,  or  of  sugar  allowed 
to  an  amount,  varies  in  different  shops.  '  A  pen'north  of 
seccotine  tablets,  just  to  try  'em,'  is  quite  a  common  de- 
mand. It  is  also  asked  for  as  compressed  sugar,  and, 
needless  to  say,  hy  many  synonyms  phonetically  rercmbling 
saccharin." — C.  IF.  Kcviscy-Bourne  (West  Bromwich).

Council's  shops  order  (C.  &  D..  November  18,  p.  36)  was 
passed  before  the  Home  Secretary's  eight  o'clock  Order 
was  issued. 

/.  M.  (137/40). — It  would  have  been  better  had  you  given 
us  the  quantities  contained  in  the  formula  or  an  exact 
reference  to  a  book  in  which  the  lorniula  is  published. 
Fortunately  the  fact  that  the  preparation  contains  liniment 
of  aconite  suffices  to  demonstrate  that  it  is  a  Part  I.  poison. 

Lex  (137/7),  having  no  assistant,  employs  his  wife  in  his 
shop  at  a  salary  of  11.  per  week.  Their  joint  incomes  do 
not  exceed  500/.  ;  are  they  entitled  to1  make  separate  income- 
tax  returns,  or  must  their  incomes  be  treated  as  one  for 
purposes  of  claiming  abatement  and  allow-anees  ?  [Since 
no  part  of  the  income  is  derived  from  a  business  or  employ- 
ment carried  on  by  the  wife,  and  distinct  from  "Lex's" 
business,  their  incomes  must  be  counted  as  one.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

Cambrian  (137/65). — We  do  not  think  that  a  lad  of 
eighteen  is  likely  to  get  a,  pest  as  dispenser  either  in  the 
Army  or  Navy.  Hitherto  when  dispensers  have  been 
wanted  for  the  Army  the  Minor  examination  or  its  equiva- 
lent has  been  necessary  on  the  part,  of  applicants.  Those 
who  enter  the  R.A.M.C.  as  privates  have  to  beccme  ser- 
geants and  pass  an  examination  before  being  appointed  to 
dispenserships.  In  military  hospitals  women  dispensers 
with  the  Apothecaries'  Assistant's  certificate  are  replacing 
men  of  military  age.  In  the  Navy  there  is  no  regular 
pharmaceutical  servioe.
